-Omtcial Dispatch from Com. Tattnall at the 
Mouth of the Pei-ho—The Part Played by 
the Americans—Our Losses. 


‘We find in the Washington Constitution the 
‘wubjoined letter from the Commander of the Ameri- 
can squadron in the China seas, ing the British 
disaster at the Pei-ho, and the participation of our 
vessels in the affair, The letter is of the highest in- 


“terest. : . 

, Unrrep Srarus Srzau-Fricare Pownatan, 

Flag-ship, East India Squadron, : 
Off Pei-ho River, July 4, 1859. 
Siz: The last dispatch which I had the honor to 
ymend-you reported this ship, in company with the 
- ;¢hartered steamer Toey-wau, at sea, off the Yang-tse, 
‘.om her-way to the Pei-ho, with our minister to China, 
“Mr. Wax, and suite on board. That gentleman has 
‘reported to the Government the result of his inter- 
“wiews and correspondence with the Chinese Commis- 
-gionersat Shanghai. I shall only refer, therefore, to 
that subject so far as is necessary to your understand- 
ing the circumstances which placed usin a very un- 
expected position on our arrival at the Pei-ho and 
: produced as unexpected results. 

The Chinese Commissioners were those with whom 
* our late Minister, Mr. Rzzp, concluded the treaty last 
year, at Tien-tsin, and with whom he subsequently 
arranged the tariff at Shanghai, where they have re- 
‘mained ever since. In the interchange of visits be- 


’ tween these Commissioners and Mr. Wasp, the latter 


was escorted by a number of the officers and sixty 
marines of our squadron—this being not only suited 
to the dignity of Mr. Wazp, but intended as a compli- 
ment to the Chinese Commissioners, to whom Mr. 
‘Waun wished to extend the greatest consideration. 

- Mr. Waxp informed them that he was on his way to 
Peking to exchange the treaties, which it was obliga- 
tory on both parties to do on or before the 8th June, 
now near athand. They replied that, having signed 
the treaties, they must themselves exchange them ; 
that they could not reach Peking from Shanghaiin less 
than sixty days ; and that, by agreement with Lord 
Exar, Yate British Ambassador, they were ex- 
pected toremain at Shanghai until the arrival of the 
present British Minister, Mr. Baucz. Mr. Wagp then 
offered to exc! e our treaty at Shanghai, which 
they evaded on the ground that the treaty was at 
Peking, and they proposed to Mr. Warp that he should 
remain at Shanghai until the arrival of the British 
Minister. Mr. Wan, although doubting their sincer- 
ity, ina spirit of consideration and forbearance ac- 
cepted the proposition, thus waving the specified time 
of exchange. 

The British Minister, on his arrival a day or two 
after, refused to hold official intercourse, with the 
Commissioners, on the ground (as I understood it) 

was the place specified in the British trea- 
for the exchange, and thathe was on his way there 
for eat maurpores Unsuccessful in their endeavor to 
detain the British, and to reopen the negotiation at 
Shanghai, the Commissioners apparently yielded and 
dispatched couriers (who they asserted would arrive 
in a week) to Peking to prepare (as they said) the 
authorities for the arrival and reception of all the min-

ish The Commissioners notified Mr. Warp of 
this arrangement, and requested him to accompany 
the British and French to the Pei-ho. To this he con- 


semted, thereby to acertainextent assuming the same 
platform with the latter. I will here remark that the 
sincerity of the Chinese Commissioners was much 
doub: at-the time, some of their countrymen at 
Shanghai declaring that delay was their object, as 
they were fortifying the Pei-ho very strongly, and had 
placed in command a Mongul Prince of high military 
Teputation, who was known to be very hostile to the 
a‘ treaties.” 

We reached the anchorage off the Pei ho on the 21st 
June, where we found the British and French Minis- 
ters and their fleet. On my first interview with the 

dmiral, James Horz,I learned that the Min- 
isters (English and French) had announced to the au- 
thorities on shore the object of their visit, and that 
‘ they should proceed by the river to Tien-tsin, on their 


‘way to Peking conformably with their “treaties.” |The | 


Chinese had positively refused them the ascent of the 

river—the entxance to which they found very strong- 
y d across which several lines of barri- 

cades had/been constru The Chinese declared 
that this river, which w all navigated as the 
Pei ho a year ago, was only one mouth of the Tien-tsin 
River, and that there was another entrance ten miles 
tothe north, which entrance was called the Pei-ho, 
and was the point referred to in the treaties. They in- 
sisted that the Ministers should remain off this-north- 
erm entrance until the arrival of the Commissioners 
from Shanghai, (which could not be short of two 
months,) when arrangements would be made to con- 
vey them to Peking by this route. The British and 
French Ministers, considering this an evasion with a 
view to quniske time to strengthen their defence, had 
referred the matter to their respective naval com- 
manders, who notified the Chinese thatif. the obstruc: 
tions in the channel of the river were not removed by 
the 25th June, the day for the exchange of treaties, 
they would themselves proceed to remove them. I 
will here remark, that in the Chinese charts there is a 
small river emptying into the seaten miles to the 
north of this, and which, diverging gradually from 
the course of the Pei-ho as you ascend it, has its 
source far in the interior ;.some twenty miles from its 
mouth it is connected with the river we know as the 
Pei-ho by a narrow creek, Said to be dry at low, and 
having but five feet at high water. 

After due deliberation, Mr. Warp and I decided to 
enter the river we had known as the Pei-ho in the 
steamer Toey-wau as far as the barricades, as though 
ignorant of access having been refused the English 
and French. If the forts should fire across our bows 
tobring us to we would anchor and communicate ; if 
into us, having no guns, we would retiré and act ac- 
cordingly. Twelve British and one French steamer, 
all small, had previously concentrated within the bar, 
at the mouth of the river, just out of gun-shot of the 
batteries. 

We entered the river in execution of our plan at 11 
A.M.,onthe 24th ult., and passing through the Brit- 
ish squadron, without communicating, pushed up to- 
wards the barriers. At this moment not a man was 
to be seen at the forts nor a gun in an embrasure, nor, 
although flag-staffs were on the parapets, was a flag 
displayed. There was nothing to indicate that the 
forts were armed or manned. Subsequently events 
show this to have been a deception and ambus- 
cade, intended, I do not doubt, (in the confidence 
of their own strength and the small force of the 
English,) to invite a_conflict in order to annul the 
treaties of last year. We had approached to within 
three hundred yards of the first barrier, at which 
point, should we notbe fired on, I had proposed 
anchoring, when We grounded and failed in all our 
efforts to back off. The tide was falling fast, and our 
situation was critical not only from the facility with 
which the batteries might demolish us, but, as we 
were on the edge of a steep bank, from the probabili 
of the steamer falling over’ and ee At this mo- 
ment I received from Admiral James Hops an atten- 
tion and kindness which must place me under lasting 
obligations to him. Although he had reason to think 
that she would be fired upon by the forts, he sent a 

un-boat tomy aid, with the message that had he 
Gaown of my intention to pass up he wold have 
furnished me a pilot, and that he expected to 
see me fired on. The gun-boat failed in her 
efforts to extricate me, and there being, as I 
have said, a probability of the Tuey-wau’s fall- 
ing over and filling, the Admiral dispatched a 
second gun-boat to me, placing her entirely at my dis- 
position, with the handsome and genergus offer that I 
should hoist on board of her the Amcriéan ensign and 
my own personal flag. I declined the offer, with a 
just appreciation, however, of the personal kindness 
to myself and the delicate <oppiiment to our service. 
The Teey-wau was more ,fortunate than I expected, 
and, a favorable wind having sprung up, we got her 
off at high water. About two hours after grounding 
we sent a boat to the nearest fort with my Flag Lieu- 
tenant, Mr. Trexcuanp, and the interpreters, to inform 
the commanding officer that the American Minister 
wasn board the Toey-wau,on his way to Tien-tsin 
and Pi in accordance with our treaty and an 

{ ag with the Chinese Commissioners at 
Shanghai. ey were met at the landing by an officer 
professipg to be of low rank, who said that his orders 
Were not to permit the removal of the barriers, and to 
fire on those attempting it; that he believed that a 
high officer had been appointed to meet the Ministers 
atthe North. He also asserted, most falsely as sub- 
uently shown, that there were na,troops and only 
afew country militia in the forts. Although the in- 
terpreters were allowed to get out of the boat for a 
greater facility of conversation, they, were not per- 
Mitted to approach the forts. 

’ The seraes floated late in the evening, when I 

observed the British were arranging themselves, 
y, for action. I therefore dropped down to 
the mouth of the harbor and below them, so that my 
lights might not interfere with their signals, or my po- 
sition with their operations. The British in the night 
removed with their boats a portion of the lower bar- 
rier, but the Chinese restored it in the morning. ‘At 
2:45 P.M., on the 25th, the day specified for the ex- 
change of treaties, the British stood up the river for 
the barriers, Admiral Hors leading in one of the gun- 
Boats. This whole force consisted of ten gun-boats, 
= uding one French and three larger steamers, of 
 siane Genominated dispatch vessels, carrying in all 
coon ey guns.

livf. 1 inade the offer, which was thankfully and 
Peet tees accepted. While the boats were making 
be hawsers, which I veered astern, I insisted o 
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Mr. Warp and his suite leaving the Tocy-wau, and 
going on board one of the janks, for reasons that will 
obvious. Heat first reluctantly yielded, and left 
us, but soon returned in one of the English boats, de- 
Claring that, as the Toey-wau was his home and was 
Foor undes fire with hisapprobation and concurrence, 
e would remain in her. I reluctantly yielded. to his 
gallant impulse. Atthis time a young British officer, 
came to me from the vessels engaged, to say that the 
allant Admiral was dangerously wounded, and had 
Bat six men left. Ae (the officer) had two boats sunk 
in reaching me. I towed the boats through the Brit- 
ish line to within a short distance of the Admiral, 
whose flag was fying on the Cormorant, when, casting 
them off, [retired to the rear of the line, near the 
French gun-boat, and anchored for the night. I took u 
this position, as it might enable me to aid the wounded, 
and should boats be sunk to rescue their crews. 
After anchoring I thought of the admiral and of 
his chivalrous kindness to me the day before,avhich, 
from an unwillingness to intrude on him when he 
was preparing for action, | had in no way yet ack- 
knowledged. I, therefore, with my flag-lieutenant, 
Mr. Trencuarp, went in my barge to visithim. When 
within a few feet of the Cormorant a round shot 
struck the boat, killed my coxswain, and slightly 
bruised my flag-lieutenant. We fortunately reached 
the Cormorant before the boat entirely filled. I found 
the admiral lying on his quarter-deck badly wounded. 
I informed him that Ih called cee him my re- 
spects, and to express my regret at his condition. 
After remaining on board the Cormorant about ten 
minutes, I took advantage of an English boat that 
was passing toreturn to the Tvey-wau. The Cormo- 
rant after this was sunk, and the admiral shifted his 
flag to a fourth vessel, the Coromandel, (a thing, I be- 
lieve unprecedented,) thus evincing an indomitable 
valor under very disheartening and: almost hopeless 
circumstances. At dusk, about8 P. M.,a desperate 
attempt was made, by landing from boats, to storm 
the forts, but they stood in an impassable morass, 
and the assailants were repelled with heavy loss. 

On the morning following this day and night of 
slaughter—the action still continuing, but the fire more 
feeble and distant—I found that six of the English 
vessels were sunk, and that the remainder had with- 
drawn to a more distant and safer position, from 
which they could easily retire out of gun-shot. I now 

repared to returnto the Powhatan with Mr. Warp, 
but first called on board the Coromandel to take leave 
of the Admiral, and also on board the French gun- 
boat, to inquire after the French Commodore, (Tri- 
CAvULt,) whom I bad met on board the Cormorant when 
I called on the Admiral, and who had subsequently 
been wounded. I deferred my departure, by request, 
that I might tow.tothei: ships,at sea,two launch-loads 
of the wounded Bo gush. n reaching the Powhatan, 
I again dispatched the Toey-wau into the harbor, in 
charge of Lieut. Jounston, (first of the Powhatan,) 
with orders to remain at the mouth of the harbor, out 
of fire, and to afford all aid consistent with our neu- 
trality. After an efficient performance of this duty 
for twenty-four hours he rejoined me, 

The sea officers with me in the Toey-wau on this 
service were Capt. Pgarson, Lieuts. Trencuarp and 
SemMEs, all of the Powhatan; and Midshipman MeEr- 
cHAN, all of the Germantown. The engineer officers 
were Messrs. City and AgcHEer. Capt. A. S, Tayior, 
of the marine corps, was also with me. I have to 
thank them for their zealous services. My coxswain, 
Joun Hant, whose death I have to lament, was the 
son of Jonny and Mary Hart, now living at Jamaica, 
Long Island. He was a widower, but has left a young 
daughter eight years old. I shall communicate the 
sad event to his parents, and as his child whom he 
supported will be entitled toa pension, may I beg the 
favor of you, sir, as soon as the proper papers shall be 
filed at the department, to direct that the pension be 
issued without unnecessary delay ? Hart had been a 
long time in the navy, having served under me fifteen 
years ago. 

The English retired this morning from_ the river, 
having recovered and brought out three of their sun- 
ken vessels and destroyed the others. Their loss is 
about four hundred and fifty killed and wounded, in- 
cluding twelve French. Eight officers are killed and 
twenty-three wounded ; among the wounded are the 
four senior officers, including the Admiral and the 
French Commodore Tricavutt. They attacked with 
about twelve hundred men.

The New China War Not Unexpected. 


The Washington correspondent of the Baltt- 


Sun, ‘‘Yan,” writes as follows in reference to the 
trouble in China: 


The renewalof the war withChina by Great Bri- 
tain, at least, was not unexpected here. It might have 
beeh forseen, from the intimations thrown out by Lord 
Etern, as to the determination of the English and 
French to establish, permanently, resident mis- 
sions at Peking, and the’ evident reluctance 
of the Chinese authorities to carry this stipula- 
tion of the _treat of Tien-tsin into ef- 
fect. Still, the English and French Envoys would 
have been permitted to visit Peking in a peaceable 
way, and by such route as the Chinese Government 
would indicate,.and for the purpose of exchanging 
ratifications of the treaties. But even this was 


not all that Mr. Bruce, (the successor of Lord 
E1crxs, and formerly his Secretary) desired. 
It was his object to ascend the river Pei-ho 


with a navy and an army, and, no doubt, to take 
soundings of the river, and ultimately to seixe 
upon its stronger points, and thus command, in 
future, a free accessto Peking. Citations might be 
made from the Blue-Book, in addition to those which 
have appeared in the Constitution, that confirm the 
opinion that Lord Excix,did not expect that the En- 
voys would reach Peking, after their own manner, 
without the employment of force—that is, without 
a renewal of the war. It is doubtful whether 
the Chinese Commissioners really intended to 
concede to England the privilege of a resi- 
dent mission at Peking; and, as_ that was 
the leading object of the war on the part of 
Great Britain, it became necessary to attain it by 
force, and, at the same time, to show the Chinese that 
they could, by commanding the river Pieho, obtain 
access to Pekin hereiufter. The Chinese had foreseen 
this, and to the surprise of the British, had placed bar- 
riers across the river, and fortified its banks. 

It cannot be supposed that the attack, which re- 
sulted so unfortunately to the Alles, was merely an 
act of rashness on the part of Mr. Bruce, under whose 
orders the flect and the Admiral were placed, though 
in common with others he had evidently assumed 
that the Chinese ‘‘ yield nothing to reason, but every- 
thing to fear.” The British Admiral is cen- 
sured for an _unmilitary want of ' caution. 
The truth is, he despites his foe, and realized the 
truth of the adage. is experience of Chinese valor 
and skill had probably been obtained in the opium 
war, wher the Celestials depended upon terrifying 
noises and grotesque figures for their defence. hey 
are apt imitators, and have probably made progress 
in gunnery and fortificaiions,even without imputed 
Russian aid. 

A year will no doubt be consumed by France and 
England in preparing for the war now provoked. 
Meanwhile, the American Envoy will visit Pekin and 
exchange ratifications of our treaty, and American 
commerce with Chinese ports will be uninterrupted.

LAW REPORTS. 
WEST WASHINGTON MARKET CASE. 


—_—_~oo 
Conclusion of the Evidence—Mr. Busteed’s 
Argument—Law and Poetry. 

The People and Taylor 4& Brennan vs. The 
Mayor, &@.. and 184 others.—At the opening of the 
Court, yesterday, Mr. Busteed made the motion which 
he had announced the evening previous, that the com. 
plaint be dismissed. His motion was based upon the 
following points: 1, As against the people, that the 
title of a State (even if proved) is of such a character 
that it cannot maintain an action either for possession 


or for profits, 2. As against the individual plaintiffs, 
that they had failed to prove a lease from the State ; 
that their pretended lease is void, at any rate, for 


want of authority in the lessors to make it,—that the 
Commissioners of the Land Office had to authority to 
make such a lease. (1 R. S., 5th E., p. 541, 6 7; p. 
552, $ 83. 

Counsel then contended, that in the contemplation 
of the law, the tide still ebbed and flowed over all the 
land in controversy, and the waves still dashed 
against the bulkheads on West-street. The only ac- 
tion the State could maintain against the City, if any, 
was a proceeding to abate the nuisance which the 
buildings erected on this property would be held to 
be. The State could not bring’ an action of eject- 
ment for premises it had never been seized of ; nor 
could it receive profits for the use of its navigable 
waters. (Con. of the U.S., Art.1, Sec. 18, 2.) The 
State cannot, therefore, bring an action for the rents 
of the market. 

In conclusion counsel deprecated the position of the 
State in this contest. Her position was an undigni- 
fied and melancholy one. She had condescended to 
come into Court and contend for the profits of a nui- 
sance it had permitted to be set up and continued for 
a long number of years. It now asked not only for 
the profits of such a nuisance for the past, but de- 
manded to be put in possession of the nuisance, so as 
to continue it for the future and longer have the pro- 
ceeds, 

Mr. Stoughton, for the defendants, replied to the 
argument, contending that the State could recover the 
profits of a nuisance set up on her own territory by a 
stranger, from the party so acting in violation of her 
right. 

Judge Dean, alge for the defendants, then moved 
that the plaintiffs be required to put in separate com- 
plaints,as, ifthe jury found for the plaintiffs, they could 
not find a common verdict ; the plaintiffs,-Taylor & 
Brennan, were no longer lessees of the State, and 
werc therefore only joined for purposes of recovering 
the rents and profits. As the judgment for each must 
be separate and distinct, the parties should be dis- 
joined. The Courtoverruled the motion and directed 
the case to proceed, holding that Taylor & Brennan 
were properly joined for the purposes of their action. 

Mr. Bustecd then opened the case to the Jury on 
the part of the defendants. He was not of the opin- 
ion, that counsel had expressed, that the casedid not 
afford sufficient ground for public excitement. The 
case wasone of the greatest HA DOFEAnES, and for 
that reason must excite a eep interest in 
the public mind. The title to the BreInines 
he said, was vested in the City of New- 
York, first by prescription, and _secondly, by 
solemn grant. Beyond time to which the mem- 
ory of man ruuneth not to the contrary, the

It was also granted to the City of New-York 
by the Dongan Charter of 1686, and by the Montgom- 
erie Charter of 1730. Mr. Busteed then read from the 
Dongan Charter, which ceded to the Corporation all 
the land unappropriated and not patented on Manhat- 
lan Island, to the low water mark—meaning, as coun- 
sel argued, low water mark in all future time. The 
Montgomerie Charter had granted to the City all land 
four hundred feet beyond low water mark. Mr. Bus- 
teed contended that these charters granted the fee of 
this property to the Corporation of New-York, and 
thatit wastas fixed as grant could’ make it, to any 
point. four hundred feet below low water mark, which 
might,by any meuns, at any time inthe future be 
established. Mr. Evarts suggested that that doctrine 
would make the City owner, at any |time, four hun- 
dred fect beyond the point it builded out. Mr. Bus- 
teed responded, ‘ Yes, if it took them into Jersey 
City, and annexed that place to the United 
States of America.” The Court said that the 
doctrine would enable the City of New-York 
to so fill in the river annually, until the people of Jer- 
sey City would be overflowed by the Hudson. Mr. 
Busteed said when that time came the question would 
be between the people of Jersey City and the State of 
New-York—it was now between New-York State and 
New-York City. Judge Porrer then said that all pro- 
positions must be so far reasonable as not to be absurd, 
and that he was of the opinion that such a doctrine 
would soon appear ridiculous, when followed to its 
legitimate results,—he would take the responsibility 
to overrule that point atonce. The question having 
been thus summarily disposed of, Mr. Busteed 
then passed to the point that the owner in fee of 
any property was entitled to all alluvial formations 
or accretions, which also gave the City the right to 
madé land, on this or any other border of the City. 
They Soule proves said counsel, in closing, tha they 
had only used the land in question when it had ceas- 
ed to be land under water, but had become land high 
and dry,;adjacent to the City: and on the principle 
just quoted they had a right to it. 

Mr. Busteed then sat down, saying, that no matter 
what was done by the City, some party was after her, 
on the principle: 

** You shall, or you shan't, 
You will, or you won't; 
You'll be damned if you do, 
You'll be damned if you @ont." 

After a recess of three minutes, Mr. Sewell, one of 
the City Surveyors, was called, and stated, first, that 
he fully agreed with the witnesses for the plaintiff, Mr. 
Smith, in regard to the survey of the grant to Trinity 
Church. Witness had, in the years 1547 and 1839, 
seen the land bare between the bulkhead and where 
the vessels lay ; this was between, Fulton and Vesey 
streets ; the formation I refer to as land, was allu- 
vium ; about this market it was usually very filthy, 
and created a stench ;.the ,boats that came up here 
were only oyster and market boats, — 

The witness was then cross-examined as to survey 
made by him at the instance of Comptroller Flagg in 
1853 ; that survey he desired should made, that he 
might know whether Washington Market was inside 
or outside the City limits ; witness said he made such 
a survey, and a mapof It, which he had recently 
looked for in the Comptroller's office, but could not 
find, but which he believed to be the same alluded to 
in the communication of Comptroller Plage to the 
Common Council, in relation to that market, in which 
he said it did not belong to the City, but to the State, 
of which he was satisfied from a survey he had had 
made, Mr. Flagg recommended that the-City make 
nho more improvements on that property for that 
reason. Witness testified that high and low water- 
marks were at present only indicated by the appear- 
ance of the perpendicular sides of the buildings 
erected on the property ; that these buildings were 
made by carpenters. This question was to show that 
they were not the natural formations of the ebbmg and 
flowing of the tides—as it had been contended for the 
‘defendants that there was nothing done on the terri- 
tory in question, except what nature brought abput. 

ohn Brewer sworn—I am a butcher doing business 
in Thirty-sixth-street ; Iwas clerk of Washington 
Market under Mayor Harper ; I have been acquaint- 
ed with those premises for fifty years ; I recollect the 
circumstance of the building of the first bulkhead 
west of West-street ; in 1844 the tide was so low that 
the soil was bare,,and we could not get up to the 
bulkheads by the length ofa plank, aspace of 12 feet ; 
this soil was alluvium from the river. 

‘ This witness agreed with Mr. Sewell, last before 
him on the stand, in the material matters stated. 

W.lson J. Hunt, a grocer, corner West and Four- 
teenth streets, called: I am familiar with the market 
in question ; I have been in business in the neighbor- 
hvuod since 1815 or "16; | was there before the market 
was built ; I recollect the first bulkhead west of West- 
street being built; the class of boats that came up to 
West-street at the time the first bulkhead was built 
were small fish, oyster and market boats ; previous to 
1822 or '23 all classes of vessels came up to West- 
street. The witness then described the crafts that 
came up about 1840 and since that time, and stated 
substantially what has often been! reported in previ- 
ous testimony. 

Justus B. Earle testified as to the time of the build- 
ing of the bulkheads, &c. He ttiought that subse- 
quent to 1827 large boats did not come up to the bulk- 
heads on West-street. 

Israel Randolph sworn—I have lived in Liberty and 
Chambers streets since 1829; I am a physician; I 
know the premises called West Washington Market, 
und was very familiar with them PP to 1850; it was 
thought necessary at this time the/ filling in of these 
slips should be done.to preservg the healthof the 
‘City and to preventepidemics. | 

‘With this the testimony on t of the defendants 
was closed and the jurors discharged until this morn- 
ing. The questions of fact whi¢h are to determine 
the case were then settled u and submitted by 
counsel to the Court, and the Court adjourned.

JUSTICE INGRAHAM—PARTNERSHIP—QUESTION 
OF PRACTICE. 


_ McCarthy vs. Peake.—Incranau, J.—The par- 
ies to this action were partners. In consequence of 
differences between them, each party commenced 
proceciings to close up the partnership and to enjoin 

is partner from interfering with the partnership ef- 
fects. Peake commenced ings in the Superior 
Court, and McCarthy im this Court. In the Superior 
Court a temporary injunction was granted on the 14th 
of September, which, with the summons, was served 
on McCarthy on the 15th instant, about 3P.M. In 
this Court, McCarthy commenced his action, and ob- 
tained, on an ex parte application, an injunction and 
an order fora Receiver, and the Receiver took pos- 
session of the property on the 15th of September, and 
afterward, about 8 o’clock the same day, the process 
in the action and the injunction were served on the 
defendant. 

A motion is now made to set aside the injunction in 
this case, and torestrain further proceedings therein, 
mainly upon the grounds that the Supreme Court had 
obtained jurisdiction of the parties and subject mat- 
ter before the application to this Court, and that the 
appointment of a Receiver on an ez parte application 
, before service of the summons was irregular. 

The subject of the action, viz.: The partnership 
effects, and the parties, viz.: The two partners are the 
same in both actions, and under the decisions which 
have repeatedly been made in this Court and the Su- 
perior Court, the Court which first acquired jurisdic- 
lion of the case should dispose of the whole matter, 


Court in which subsequent proceedings are taken for 
the same purpose should, as well from feelings of 
amity as from a desire to avoid a conflict of jurisdic- 
tion, restrain the further prosecution of the second. 
action. This rule, however, is not to be extended be- 
yond the subject matter of both actions, and would 
not apply when other parties are made litigants. 

ihe question, then, in this case is, which Court first 
obtained jurisdiction of the case. 

By section 139 of the Code, it is provided that the 
Court is deemed to have acquired jurisdiction, and to 
have control of all the subsequent proceedings, from 
the time of the service of the summons, or the allow- 
ance of a provisional remedy. In the case of issuing 
an attachment against a non-resident debtor, it has 
been held that such jurisdiction was obtained at the 
time the attachment was issued. In ‘either case, 
whether the allowance of the injunction, or the ser- 
vice of the summons is to be considered as conferring 
jurisdiction, it is clear that the action of the Superior 
Court has the priority. The injunction there was 
granted on the 14th, and in this Courton the 15th Sep- 
temter. The summons in the action in that Court 
was served about 3 o'clock on the 15th, while the 
summons in the action in this Court was_ served 
about 3 o’clock of the same day. The appointment 
of a Receiver was of no more weight than the allow- 
ance of the injunction. Both were_ provisional 
remedies, and either would give jurisdiction of the 
case to the Courtin which the action was BrOuEE 
In the present case it may well be doubted whether 
the appointment of a Receiver before service of the 
summons, and without notice to the defendant, could 
be sustained. There are cases of a peculiar charac- 
ter where such an order may be made, but the cases 
are of such anature as to require immediate action, 
such as those in which the party to be restrained is an 
idiot or lunatic, or where for any cause the immediate 
action of the Court is required to save the property 
from destruction ; but where an injunction is ample to 
protect the property from loss until a motion can be 
made for a Receiver, it is manifestly improper to de- 
prive a partner of the possession of partnership prop- 
erty without notice, and even without: being served 
with a summons. : 2 

Aslam of the opinion that the Superior Court had 
jurisdiction of this matter before any proceedings 
were, taken in this Court, this motion must be granted. 
The motion for a Receiverand for an injunction by 
the Court can be obtained by the defendant from that 
Court, on uttns in his answer, as well as in this 
Court, and the interests of both partiescan be much 
better protected by either Court in one action, than 
by cross suits between the same parties, necessarily 
tending to produce a conflict of jurisdiction between 
the Courts. 

As the Receiver has expended money in protecting 
this property, and for other purposes connected with 
it, by order of the Court, it is proper that he should 
be paid, and the motion is granted, on condition that 
the defendant pay his expenses, and compensation 
for the services rendered. The costs of this motion to 
abide event. 

DEMURRER—AVERMENT OF ACT OF INCORPORATION 


—WHEN NECESSARY. 


The Shoe and Leather Bank vs. Augustus J. Brown 
el al.—InorauaM, J.—The plaintiffs, a Corporation un- 
der the Banking law, sue upon a note held by them, 
without setting out the title and date of the act under 
which it was created. The defendant demurs, upon 
the giound that the complaint does not show facts 
sufficient to constitute a cause of action—alleging that 
it appears on the complaint that the plaintiff has not 
legal capacity to sue. 

oh The Bank of Waterville vs. Beltzer, (Howard, 
Pr. Rep. 270,) Judge Emott held that no such aver- 
ment was necessary in the. complaint, and refers to 
various cases under the former system of practice, as 
well as under our preseit Code, sustaining his views 
of this question. 

In the Bank of Lowville vs. Edwards, (11 Howard 
Pr. R., p. 216,) it was held by Mr. Justice Hubbard 
that a general demurrer that the cemplaint did not 
contain facts sufficient to constitute a cause of action, 
did not reach the objection that the corporation did 
not aver the act of incorporation, In both cases it 
was held that the objection must be specially taken 
to the existence of the corporation, as required by 
statute. 

The only case conflicting with these decisions is 
that of Johnson, President vs. Kemp, (1 Howard Pr. 
Rep., 18&6,) in which Mr. Justice Mitchell held that a 
Bank suing under the Banking Law must aver in the 
complgint the act and date ofits passage under which 
it was incorporated. 

Inthe Bank of Havana vs. Wickam (16 Howard, 
79), Mr. Justice Balcom approves of this decision as 
stating the correct rule, but at the same time admits 
that if the case of the Bank of Lowville vs. Edwards 
is to be applied, the complaint would be sufficient,and 
holds in that case that a special denial is necessary 
in the answer. I think, however, the Court of Ap- 
peals in the Bank of Genesee vs. the Palatine Bank, 
(3 Kerwan, 309,) have settled between these conflict-. 
ing cases, by holding that a corporation need not 
prove its corporate existence, unless the defendant 
plead expressly that the plaintiffs were not a corpora- 
tion. If so,itneed not be stated in the complaint, 
because itis well settled that under the Code the 
plaintiff need not averin his complaint any fact not 
necessary to be proven on the trial. The same point 
was expressly decided in Kennedy vs. Colton, 28 
Barb., S. C. R., p. 60. I understand the General Term 
in this District have also so held. . 

I think, therefore, the plaintiff is entitled to judg- 
ment. Motion granted.

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Acapany or Music.—Mozazr’s-opers of -“‘ Don 
Giovanni” was given here last night ass finale to the 
@eason—the customary finale always ant when 
intrusted to artists of the right stamp. The cast was 
@xvellent in names und the well voiced 
enough, but for the music of Mosaar a degree.of art is 
xéquired which we do not find in an average Italian 
cempany, even when headed by a Corrgs1. The 
opera, however, pleased the audience in its solos, 
and Signor Amovio, in a terpsichorean effort, won’a 
tremendous burst of applause. 

To-day there will be an extraordinary matinée—the 
whole of “ Ernani,” an act from “ Poliuto,” a scene 
from “ The Barber,” the Spanish duet by Mr. and 
Mme. Gassrmz, and two solos by Mr. Mus, the 
great pianist. This is indeed a programme. 

-Wauvea’s Iratia.—The Panorama of Northern, 
Central and Southern Italy, painted by Mr. Wauau, 
and new on exhibition at Hope Chapel, is a work of 
art, and not a mere scené painter’s flight of ambitious 
smediocrity. Many of the views are filled with a warm 
Italian glow, peculiarly truthful and difficult of at- 
‘tainment—atmospheric effects belonging to art ang 
-Not to slap-dash. For the rest the Panorama is not 
-commercial offshoot of the late war ;—neither French 
nor Austrians are to be found it, offensively. It is 
simply a pictorial narrative of a tour through the most 
iteresting portions of the most interesting country in 
the world. Mr. Wave depicts architectural scenes 
‘with great force, and gives us something of that sur- 
feit of churches which the visitor to Italy is pretty 
certain toexperience. An illustration of the Coliseum 
4s, perhaps, one of the artist's most succeSsful efforts, 
bit the entire series of paintings may be heartily com. 
mended. A work so creditable to American art should 
Teceive the special support of the community.

The class of melodrama to which it be- 
longs has few such effective specimens, and Miss 
Kesnz, conscious of this fact. introduced the rejected 
of Chatham-street to the habitués of Broadway.

It was not deemed advisable to take any 
testimony, however, until this morning, at 10 o’clock, 
when a thorough investigation is promised.

GREAT BRITAIN. 

THE GREAT EASTERN—DEATH OF SIR JAMES STE- 
PHEX—THE SAN JUAN *AFFAIR—MISCELLANEOUS 
AND FINANCIAL. 

The coroner’s investigation into the cause of the 
explosion on board the Great Easternhad terminated,the 
evidence was very conflicting as to who had the res- 
ponsible charge of the engines. Mr. Scorr Russsiu 
denied that he had control, and the head engineer of 
the ship made a. similar denial. The verdict of 
the jury was as follows: ‘‘ Wefind that the deceased 
came to their death from injuries received from 
steam, hot air and water, in consequence of the burst- 
ing of a jacket attached to foremost funnel of the 
Great Eastern steamship, and that said bursting was 
caused by the closing of the tap connected with the 
syphon attached to such jacket, in conjunction with 
the shutting off the feed from the boilers, but there is 
no evidence before the jury to show by what, person 
or persons the tap was shut off; and the jury further 
express their opinion that said taps are higtily danger- 
ous when placed in such positions, and that sufficient 
caution was not used by the engineers.” The verdict 
is simply ‘‘ accidental death.” 

- It is considered likely that the accident may give 
rise to questions at law. - 

Sir James Srzpuen, Professor of Modern History, at 
Cambridge, and formerly Under-Secretary of the 
Colonies, is dead. 

The Manchester Guardian, in an editorial upon

THE GREAT |OYSTER BED. 


Its Location, Origin and Extent---Size and 
Quality of the Bivalvese--The Numbers 


Engaged in Gathering them---Exaggera- 
tions Corrected. 
£ome time in the year 1841, a bed of young, or 
seedling oysters, was found near the east beach, at 
the mouth of Northport harbor, and there was a live- 
ly time among the oystermen, while the deposit lasted, 
in securing them for the purpose of transplanting. 
Among others, a man familiarly known at Huntington 
as ‘ Dick Scuppgg,” was active with his little schoon- 
er in conveying away the oysters, his planting ground 
being| directly across the Sound, near Norwalk, 
Conn. In one of thege excursions, while beat- 


ing over against a/| strong north-east wind, 
his craft was struck | by a sudden flaw and cap- 


sized, spilling overboard thirty bushels, more or less, 
which were carried upon deck. The precise spot 
where this accident oc¢urred, nearly twenty years 
ago, is now covered with a busy fleet of oyster-boats 
and vessels gathering a prolific harvest from the seed 
thus accidentally scattered. The little schooner was 
called the Dream, and its owner has long since gone 
to the land of shadows, but while living he probably 
never dreamed that his neighbors would so soon reap 
fortunes from the accident whi®h deprived him of his 
hard earnings. Mr. Jams S. Lerrerts, who still pre- 
sides at the little tide-mill at West Neck, where he 
has ground wheat and corn for nearly half a century, 
distinctly remembers the incident above related, and 
Henry Ketcutm, of Huntington, whose father built 
the Dream, attests the truth of the statement. Thisis 
believed to be the true origin of the famous oyster- 
bed. Its location is north half-west from Eaton's 
Neck, one and a half miles, the lower or eastern end 
being bounded by a rocky reef, which extends nearly 
north from the point for a distance of over two miles. 
The length of the bed is about one mile, and its 
breadth from a half to three-quarters of a mile; the 
depth of water varying from five to six fathoms, form- 
ing a kind of middle ground, the water on each side 
being deeper. That the spawn ofthe oysters deposited 
in Northport and other contiguous harbors could ever 
have floated five miles, crossing two miles of the ebb 
and flood tides, and finding a lodgment at this point, 
is considered improbable. 

As was the origin of the bed, so was the discovery, 
wholly accidental. That the bivalves should have 
remained just the proper length of time in their hid- 
den home to atquire ‘the proper size for use, and 
should have been brought to light at the season when 
of all others they can be most profitably removed, 
may be considered a happy stroke of fortune. These 
circumstances have greatly enhanced the value of 
the discovery. Five men from Darien, Conn., were 
fishing opposite Eaton’s Neck some fortnight ago, 
when the wind freshening, and finding their boat was 
dragging, they threw over an oyster dreiige, which 
happened to'be at hand. The boat continued to drag, 
however, and in hauling up the dredge, it was filled 
with oysters of a large size. They then tried other 
experiments with the dredge, and shortly became 
convinced that a bed of great richness and extent lay 
beneath them. A mutual compact was made to 
keep the secret, but one or two of the faithless party 
seized the first opportunity to sell the information to 
the oystermen of City Island. Five hundred dollars 
was asked and readily paid for the news, twenty-five 
oystermen contributing twenty dollars each to’ make 
up that amount. One-halfof the sum, however, was 
retained as security for the genuineness of the reve- 
lation, and for being conducted to the ground. Josuta 
Leviness, one of the wealthiest of the Islanders, being 





elected conimodore of the fleet by  unani- 
mous consent, twenty-five boats set sail from 
City Island under’. the cover of the night, 


and proceeded down the Sound. By daylight, 
the next morning they were off Eaton’s Nec, and by 
the aid of ranges previously obtained, the exact spot 
was pointed out. and operations commenced. The 
result soon satisfied them that they had not been de- 
ceived, and during the first day, about 700 bushels of 
fine oysters were obtained,—amply sufficient to pay 
for the information. The , Went on, the oyster 
men being so elated at their good fortune that they 
continued atit all night, and only gave up from sheer 
exhaustion. So compactiwere the oysters at first, the 
dredges refused io grapple them, but since they have 
been broken up by this harrowing process, the dredges 
work better. The oysterg are what are known in the 
market as ‘counts’ and ‘‘extras,” and after being 
placed for afew weeks injthe shallow bays and creeks 
where they can fatten, will bring the highest prices 
readily. They are ane vee uniform in size, few 


being overgrown on the one hand, or small on the 
other. Occusionally the [shel of a patriarch of the 
tribe is brought up, which has been turned into honey- 
comb by the *borers.’? The proportion of shells and 
stones Obtained is also very small, compared with the 
amount of oysters taken, In flavor and fatness they 
ure equal to the best in market, and, barring the iaiu- 
ral saltness, are preferred by many connoisseurs to 
Princes Bays, or Shrewsburys, 

Exaggerated statements have been made as to the 
nuinber of vessels on the ground, some placing it as 
high as three and even five gundred. Froin the most 
relialle information which could be obtained, as well 
as by actual count by our Reporter, they have never 
exceeded one hundred and sixty or seventy. Of these, 
one-half at least are boats gnder twenty tons, one-quar- 
ter of thirty to forty tons, und the remainder ordinary 
coasting sloops and schooners. The largest vessels 
are those from New-Haven and other places on the 
Connecticut shore. City) Island and Staten Island 
have the largest representation, mostly in sloops of a 
sma] and medium size, while every place on either 
side of the Sound which pbssesses a harbor and fluat- 
ing craft, had one or more@ engaged in harvesting the 
oyster crop.

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BALLOONACY. 





The Missing Halloonists—New Theorics and 
Speculations—Did La Mountain start for 
Europe f—No Tidings Yet. 

More than a week has elapsed since Mr. JoHN 
La Movntaln, accompanied by Mr. Happocg, a Water- 
town editor, started from Watertown on a balloon 
voyage. No tidings have yet been received of the 
party. When last seen, the balloon was procéeding 
due east, being then at an altitude variously estimated 
at from three to five miles. Accurate measurements 
in such cases being quite impossible at the surface of 
the eayth, itis needless to spetulate upon the exact 
locality of the balloon at the latest moment when it 
was observed ; and it is equally idle to indulge in 
theories, like that given by the Troy Whig, which we, 
subjoin, to the effect that Mr. La Mountain may have 
slipped slily away to Europe, intending to steal a 
march upon Mr. Cavrarcovgt Lowz, whose bud- 
ding enterprise we noticed a week or two 
since. The anxiety engendered by the long suspense 
naturally increases, as days pass away ‘without 
tidings of the missing men, and theories and specu- 
lations are multiplied daily. A reward has been 
offered for the discovery.of the parties; ancther sum 
has been set apart by Mr. La Movunrtarn’s friends for 
the-compensation of the parties who may discover 
his remains; the friends of Mr. Happock have or- 
ganized a scarching party, and have already begun 
their quest ; and a similar enterprise has been under- 
taken by Mr. La Mountam’s agent at ‘Troy. If the 
party have descended safely, or if they have been 
dashed lifeless to the earth, the searches now in 
progress will probably result in a definite solution of 
the mystery, provided the balloon trip was intended 
merely as a home experiment. : 

In a conversation held with Mr. La Movcntarn, by a 
reporter of this paper. a few days before his ascension 
from Watertown, he was requested to give his views 
in relation to the practicability of trans-Atlantic bal- 
leon voyages. In reply, he declared his belief in the 
probability,not less than the practicability,of the enter- 
prise. He considered that the obstacles which lie in 
the way of an expe-iment so novel in its nature, and 
apparently difficult in accomplishment, were neither 
insurmountable nor appalling. Believing that the en- 
larged experience of aeronauts and the increased fa- 
cilities afforded by the progress of scientific research, 
would be sufficient to enable the air-navigator to 
overcome difficulties which had previously deterred 
experimenters. He declared himself ready to under- 
take the task, and added that he labored under no ap- 
prehension of disaster ; nor did he see how disaster 
could occur. 

Allusion having been made to the gigantic balloon, 
City of New-York, now in course of preparation for an 
air-voyage to Europe, Mr. La Moonta remarked 
that he entertained doubts regarding the method of its 
construction ; observing that his own theory of trans- 
Atlantic ballooning would have led him to make es- 
sential modijfications inthe plan of operations. His 
idea of the balloon which should be capable of per- 
forming such a voyage was this—viz: a combination 
of lightness and strength, the application of a medium 
ascending power, and the absence of regulating ap- 
paratus, such as fans, engines or wheels, all of which 
he regarded as not only cumbrous but useless. He 
added that, should the experiment of the City of New- 
York prove a failure, he would himself immediately 
undertake a voyage to Europe, and had no fears con- 
cerning the result of the experiment. Circumstances 
over which he had no control had prevented’ him 
from carrying this plan into execution, but he de” 
clared that it was a pet project with him, nor did he 
imtend to relinquish it. 

Mr. La Movuntain’s theory of trans-Atlantic bal- 
looning differed, essentially from that propounded by 
his rival, Mr. Lowe. The latter proposes to carry 
with him an elaborate mechanical apparatus.:. Mr. 
La Movcnrain ignored all such appliances. Mr. 
Lowe proposes to depend, in great measure, upon the 
elevating and depressing power of his fans, to 
erable him to seek the various currents of the 


air. Mr. La Movntatn declared that, inthe hands 
of a skillful sueronaut, the movements of a 
builoon may be governed “with precision, by 


the adjustment of the ballast and the regulation 
of the gas contained_in the receiver. With no 
exterior aids, Mr. La Mountain professed bimsclf ab)e 
to control his motions in the upper strata of the at 

mosphere with the ease of an engineer in charge of a 
locomotive engine, and with no fear of serious acci- 
dent. His conversation was that of an earnest, well 

informed man, who had considered hisplans and cher- 
ished a degree of self-confidence which led him to re 

gard his theory in the light of a demonstrable fact. 





NEWSPAPER SPECULATIONS.

HAS LA MOUNTAIN ALREADY MADE HIS TRANS-ATLANTIC 
a VOYAGE ? 


“Mr. Eprror: I saw in the several dailies of yester- 
day an unauthenticated extract from the Rome Senti- 
nel, purporting to have been written by the missing 
aueronaut, Mr, La Movntain, at an altitude of three 
iniles, and picked up at Bytown, a small village some- 
where in Canada West. Thereis, I eupgars in its 
conception, the least shadow of truth, and that’s all ; 
but far more likely to be the reckless imagination. of 
soine thoughtless person, who had but little care Yor 
the bitter anguish of those more deeply interested 
than mere speculators. If the report be true, what 
more horrible situation could any one be placed in ;— 
far beyond the reach of human skill, in close proxim- 
ity with a raving lunatic, suspended between heaven 
and earth. and there to remain until the fearful mo- 
ment should arrive when the balloon should burst, and 
then the terrible descent, which must inevitably result 
in the destruction of all on board. If the rumor can- 
not be fully vouched for, Ican see nogoou reason why 
it should have been published. Undoubtedly his fam- 
ily fee) the most intense anxiety for the safety of their 
father, and this heartless imagination will cause them 
many a bitter tear. S.M.N. 


REMAEBKS. 


The mystery in regard to La MounraIn grows more 
intense and painful from day to day. Here, where he 
has relatives and many personal friends and acquain- 
tances, the telegraph wires aré watched with great 
anxiety, and as report after report 1s received an- 
nouncing no further tidings of him, hope almost gives 
way to despair. Mrs. La Mountain is stopping at a 
friend's in this city. We learn she is yet hopeful, and 
expresses far more confidence in her husband's safety 
than others can claim to have. 


There are various speculations as to the probable 
fate of the balloonists. The most general belief is 
that they landed in John Brown’s track, in a disabled 
condition, perhaps, and that they will either be found 
there, or eventually work their way out. An easter! 
direction from St. Lawrence County, where the bal- 
loon Was last seen, would take it directly over the 
wild region mentioned. If a landing was made there 
{t was probably from necessity, as Mr. Happocx, who 
accompanied Mr. La Moungarn, was acquainted with 
the country, and would have known the danger 
of making a landing in sucha place as these inter- 
minable woods. 


There ig still another theory, and to some it will 
appear a most improbable one. It is, that the Bal- 
loonists have actually crossed the Atlantic, and that our 
first intelligence of them will be by the first ocean 
steamers {| There are facts and circumstances to fa- 
vor a.belief even so strange as this. It is well known 
Mr. La Movxrain claimed to be the first who sug- 
gested the project of er malng the Atlantic in a bal- 
loon, and iad given Imuch time, money ‘and thought 
to. the’ spbject. His balloon, Atlantic, «was built 
with special reference to this enterprise, and would 
ere hishave started on its hazardous voyage but for 
the ill luck-which befell the balloon in Lake Ontario, 
on its way east from St. Louis. Within a few weeks, 
the New-York papers have announced that a balloon- 
istin that City had been building a balloon for the 
Atlantic voyage, and that he was to start in October. 
This information is known to have caused Mr. La 
MotntaIn some concern, and le visited New-York to 
ascertain its truth. On his return, he is reported to 
have said that ke should cross the Atlantic in a bal- 
loon as soon as the New-York man did. 

The preparations for the Watertown ascension were 
very successfully carried out. The balloonist manu- 
factured his own gas, and the globe filled perfectly 
and had an unusual ascension power. It was provid- 
ed with the unusual amount of three hundred pounds 
of ballast. It was late in the afternoon when the bal- 
loon was seen inthe town of Pictairn, St. Lawrence 
Courty, going due east. Let us suppose that the bal- 
loonists at nightfall found themselves over the dense 
wilderness, and knowing the dangers of making a de- 
scent there, remained up until darkness obliterated 
the view below, and then resolved to remain in the 
air all night; that during the night,they continue! m 
the eastern current, and at day-break found them- 
selves over the Atlantic ocean. Here (we will still 
suppose) finding descent impossible with any prospect 
of saving their fives, and themselves still in that east- 
ern current, which, according to La Mocyratn’s long- 
entertained theory, would carry a balloon from the 
latitude of New-York on to the European coast, that 
they yielded, willingly or unwillingly, to the imperi- 
ous necessities of the case, and were carried, beyond 
the ocean, to make a landing among our trans-Atlan- 
tig nel hbors.

Now, as I understand the case, as presented in the 
libel, the demand of freight was made as soon as the 
coal was delivered and the delivery was made under 
an expectation of suth payment. According to the 
bill of lading, the coal was to be delivered at Peck- 
slip, but by an arrangement between the parties, the 
place was changed to _No. 59 Ann-street. This 
changed the mode of delivery ; instead of being de- 
livered at the dock or the ship's’ tackle, it was de- 
livered in carts, and when thus delivered, to the satis- 
faction of the consignee, the payment was demanded, 
This I think is the fair interpretation and understand- 
ing of the state of facts admitted, and in this view it 
is clear that the lien was not discharged. 

As to the objection that the Court below included 
in ‘its decree the amount of the cartage across the 
City, it is not sustained, as will be scen by a refer- 
ence to the decree itself. It allows the cartage to be 
deducted from any payments that may have been’pre- 
viously made. Whether any had been made nowhere 
appears ; and if they had been, unless specially made 
upon the freight, the application to the cartage would 
have Leen unobjectionuble.

DAMAGES by COLLISION—DEMURRAGE—MASTER'S CLOTHES. 

Patrick Brady vs. The Steamboat New Philadelphia, 


port of ihe Commissioner on an assessment of dam- 
ages in a cause of collision. . 

Among other exceptions, one isto the amount al- 
lowed the vessel for demurrage while undergoing re- 
pairs, beenuse (1) the value of the use of the vessel, or 
what she could have been hired for on account of the 
demand for vessels of this class, as allowed, is too 
high upon the proofs in the case, and (2) the time for 
which the allowance was made is not warranted by 
the evidence. ip 

In respect to the first ground, we are of the opinion 
that the evidence supports the allowance according 
to the principles governing this question, as laid down 
in the case,of Williamson vs. Barrett, (13 Ilow., 106.) 

Upon the second ground we think the Commissioner 
erred, as it wasin proof that some fifteen days elapsed 
after the barge was raised, and the owner had notice 
of the fact before he began to discharge her of the 
coal, and we see no explanation or contradiction of 
this evidence. There was allowed for the use of the 
vessel $1z per day. Tiere must be a deduction, there- 
fore, from this itern of $180. 

There is also an exception to the allowance for the 
wages of the master of the barge and forclothing lost 
in the vessel. His wages were $35 Ler month, and $12 
per month for Leard. The agerezate, with some 
other expenses, is put at $175, and $60 for his clothes 
lost. This last item must be stricken out as not an 
item belonging to the libelunt, and a deduction must 
be made’ for the 15 days’ service not chargeable to the 
respoudent. ‘Also a pro rata abatement for wharfage. 
The counsel can agree on this. 3

COLLISION—VESSELS PASSING IN-A CHANNEL. 


Edward D. Nelson ct al. vs, The Propéller Thomas 
Sparks.—Henry Dinny vs. The Same.—Enoch Chamber- 
linvs. The Same. Neuson, C, J—The libels were filed 
in these cases by the ow hex of the barge Eag/e and 
the owners of her curgo agelnst'the Thomas Sparks, to 
recoyer damages for a collision ocenrring between 
the two vessels in the Raritan River, New-Jersey, on 
the 22d August, 1654. The Fagle was in tow of the 
New-Loston, which was descending the river against 
the tide. with four barges or boatson each side of her, 
two ubreast, and each having another towed astern. 
The Lagie was the forward outside barge on the lar- 
board side, and was fastened by a hawscer at her stem 
and stern to the barge next inside of her. The Thomas 
Sparks was descending the river astern of the New- 
Boston and her tow, andin attempting to pass her on 
the larhoard side struck the Kagle and sunk her. The 
channel was some two hundred and fifty feet wide at 
the place of collision, and both vessels were approach- 
ing a very abrupt turn in the river towards the North, 
. that is, towards ihe left in descending, There were 
mudflats on each side of the channel. As the 
Jyew-Boston was approachin this turn, being 
in about the middle of the channel, she suddenly 
took a lurch or sheer toward the left or larboard side, 
wilhout having changed her‘thelm, but from the effect 
of the head-tide acting upon the tow, which brought 
her obliquely across the-channcl, and brought the 
Eagle, she being the outside barge, and heavily laden, 
somewhat upon the Flats, the draft upon which 
hid the effect to produce a strain on her hawser at 
the bow, and broke the bolt of the cleet with which it 
vus fastened to the inside boat; and from the ad- 
vance of the tug swung the heal of the Eagle, thus 
brcken loose, round at right angles to the line of 
the other boats, and thus closed up the passage on the 
larboard side ; and in this position she was struck by 
the Thomes Sparks. while in the act of attempting to 
pass on that side of the channel. : 

No fault is attributuble to the New-Boston, or to any 
of ihe barges or boats in her tow. Aud the only 
questionin the case is whether the collision occurred 
without any fault on the part of the Thomas Sparks. 

The detence set up by the masier is, that, if the 
Eagle hau not broken loose from her connection with 
the tow, an swung cross the channel, the collision 
would not have occurred, as there was room enough 
for his yessel to juss clear of the tow ; and, that 
when thejaccident happened to the Eagle, his vessel 
was sonezrthat no manauver or movement could 
prevent the blow. 

Tle master was a witness for the respondent. He 
states, that his vessel was about a quarter of a mile 
asieru of the tow, when he made up his mind to pass 
it on the larboard. Ashe neared it. the tow shecred 
across the river toward the liarboard side, rather out 
of the channel. ‘1 calenlated.” he observes, * it 
weuld break the sheer, und still give us room to goon 
the larboard side. The tow came quartering to the 
lartoard. We had not commenced turning the bend 
in the river, As Weneared the tow, I saw it kept 
its sheer, and I then slowed my boat, and finally stop- 
ped her, and the other boat continued underway. As 
we stopped our boat, I let her go along until our bow 
lapped on to the stern of the tow, and I there discov- 


back, and we backed her.” At another place in his 
testimony the master states, that the reason he did not 
go to the starboard was because he thought the tow 
would break her sheer, and he thought she would 
break it because he thought it would keep the channel. 


No witness on the-part of the respondent varies this 
account of the cdlfision, as given by the master. 

We are satisfied upon avery careful examination of 
the evidence, and especialiy of that of the master, 
that if, when he discovered the sheer of the New- 
Boston, he had ported his hclin. his vessel ¢ould have 
passed the tow on tlie slurbourd side without any diffi- 
culty; and that it was his persistence in his first de- 
termination to pass to the larboard, ufter the sheer, 
that occasioned the disaster There was abundance 
of room in the channel] ta. have passed to the starboard. 
Rut, assuming that the Thomas Sparks was tvon ear to 
have made this mancwuvre at the time of the sheer, 
then it was the duty of the master to have immedi- 
ately stopped u:.d backed his boat. Instead of doing 
so, he admits, as he stopped, he let her go along until 
his bow lappcd on the stern of the tow before he rung 
the bell to buck her. 

The excuse given for persisting in passing to the 
JarLoard after the sheer of the New- Boston, is that he 
thought jshe would break it. But before he could 
rightfully or prudently act¥upon this conjecture, if he 
cesired to persist in the course he had adopted in pass- 
ing the tow, he shouldihave stopped his vessel until 
Le had ascertained the resuit of the sheer. 

Without pursuing the examination of the case 
further, we are satisfied the decrees of the Court be- 
low were right, and should ke affirmed.

MASTER'S WAGES—REFERENCE—I1NTERNAL COM- 
MERCE. 


Alvert E. Shaw vs. Thomas Collirr.—Ne.son, C. J.— 
The libel in this case was filed by the libelant as mas- 
ter of the steamboat George Law, against the owner, 
the respondent, in personam, to recover wages for the 
years 1664 and 1855. 

The Court below, on the cause being called, heard 
evidence sufficient to show that the libelant had been 
in the employ of the respondent as master of the ves- 
sel, and |that the principal question was as to the 
amount due for the service, if any, and thereupon 
referred it toa Commissioner io take the proofs as to 
the nature, extentand value of the seryice, and as to 
the payments or other deductions to be made, if any, 
and report thereon. The case was heard accordingly 
before the Commissioner, and a balance reported in 
favor ofthe libelunt of $334 71, which report was sub- 
sequently confirmed by the Court, and a deerce en- 
tered for that amount against the respondent. Itis 
now objected that the Court erred in referring the 
cause to the Comimissioner instead of taking the tes- 
timony in open court. But we cannot conceive any 
foundation for this objection, The Court had ascer- 
tained from the hearing before it that the main ques- 
tions in controversy Were in respect to uccounts 
between the parties us master and owner of the vessel, 
and very proper therefore to be referred to and heard 
by a Commissioner. pe 

The rights of the respordent were not prejudiced, 
as the whole case could afterwards Le presented to 
the Court upon the proofs and exceptions to the Com- 
missioner’s report, aud much of the valuable time of 
the Court was thus saved by the reference. 

It has also been objected that the Court had no ju- 
risdiction of the case, as a portion of the service 
claimed in the year 1854 was upon @ vessel engaged 
in the purcly internal business and commerce of the 
State, But it isa sufficient answer to sa that this 
objection has no application to the service in the year 
1655, and the balance of wages decreed, after deduct- 
ing the payments, is less than the amount of the 
wuges for that year. 

A great deal of testimony das been taken as to the 
service on the vessel, whether as master or clerk, and 
as to the compctency. of the libefant as master, the 
value of the service, &c. But these are matters of 
fact Cepending upon aconflict of evidence, which we 
shall not enter iuto. We are satisfied with the con- 
clusion arrived ut by the Court below. 

Decrce affirmed.

ACCOMMODATION INDORSERS FOR 


CANNOT SET UP USURY. 


Hungerford Bank vs. The Potstam and Wa- 
tertown Railroad Company and Edwin Dodge, Willis 
Phelps, H. Holcomb and others.—This|was a case not 
:ong since decided in the Sixth District, which 
will be of general interest. It as an action 
brought by the Bank, which is plaintiff, to recover 
the amount of a promissory note made by the Rail- 
way Company, which is defendant, and indorsea by 
the other defendants, The evidente showed that 
these defendants indorsed the nota when it was 
made, merely for the accommodation of the Railway 
Company and without receiving anything, and that 
the Railway Company then delivered! it to the plain- 
tifls to take up a former note of theirs}which had been 
protested, and that they paid on the fenewal or ex- 
tension, Which they thus obtained, a Hiscount or in- 
terest of more than seven per cent. The indorsers re- 
uel on this usury as a defence to theif liability on the 
noie. ‘ 

Mr. Justice Mason (of the Sixth Judjcial District of 
the SUPINE Court) before whom the ¢ause was tried, 
in rendering his decision, held the Sndorsers liable 
notwithstanding the usury. He said that the act of 
1550, (laws of 1850, 344, chap.173) provi(ling that no cor- 

ration should interpose the defence of usury, must 

e construed as abolishing the usury laws as to all 
contracts made by corporations. (Cutirtis vs. Leavitt, 
15 N. ¥.R. 9,85 154, 174, 228—230; {Butterworth vs. 
O'Brien, 7 Abbott's R. 456; s.c.16 How. P. R. 503.) 
As between the soliway corporation and the Bank, the 
note was valid notwithstanding the ubury. The rule 
is a familiar one, that a contract can @nly be avoided 
for usury by the party who made it} or by some one 
standing in legal privily with him, and not by a stran- 

er to the transaction. (Dix vs. Van Wick 2 Hill 

. 524,525; Green vs. Morse, 4 Bark.|R. 341.) These 
indorsers, although not actual recipients of the usury 
loaned, or in the strictcst sense a party of the contract 
of loan, yet they are, as indorsers af this hote, privies 
to the original contract and Mable upon it eit with 
the principal who borrowed the money, aud, as priv- 
ies, they have a right to set up any defense which the 
principal could.

The Slavery Question in the Sonthern 
‘ States. 

The Slavery Question as a political issue. is 
vigorously discussed in the Southern States. 
The bold crusade which Mr. Dovetas has com- 
menced, has aroused the public mind, Southas 
well as North, to the principles at issue in the 
pending contest. His proclamation of Territo- 
rial Sovereignty,—of the right of the Territorial 
Legislature to act upon the subject,—has had a 
two-fold effect: it has compelled the Republi- 
cans at ihe North to fall back upon their original 
position, of the power and duty of Congress to 
prohibit Slavery in the Territories, in spite of 
the Dred Scott decision ; and it has constrained 
Southern ultraists to take the opposite ground, 
that Congress must proéect, although it can 
not confiscate, slave property within Territorial 
limits. Mr. Dougtas took middle ground, de- 
nying both positions and asserting that although 
slaves might freely enter the Territory as pro- 
perty, they could not be so held and protecfed 
there, unless the Territorial Legislature saw fit 
to enact laws for that purpose. \ 

The controversy has led to the formation of 
still another party at the South, and to the 
statement of a new position, which bids fair to 
rally a good many adherents. The Hon. W. C. 
Smepes, a distinguished lawyer of Mississippi, 
wrote a vigorous and patriotic letter a few 
weeks since, urging, in the inttrest of the South, 
as well a8 the country at large, entire inaction, 
on the part both of Congress and of the Terri- 
torial Legislatures, on the subject of Slavery. 
And he has now written another,—which we 
publish in another column,—reinforcing the 
same proposition. He denies utterly the power 
of Congress to make any laws whatever con- 
cerning Slavery in the Territories ; and shows 
at length that in the Dred Scott decision, the 
Supreme Court positively denies the power of 
Congress to legislate for its protection. He af- 
firms, as a principle of law, the position of Mr. 
by unfriendly legislation, make Slavery so bur- 
Dovexas, that the Territorial government may,’ 
densome on the slave-owner as virtually to 
exclude it ; and he, therefore, urges. that the 
Territories be organized on the basis of letting 
Slavery entirely alone. . This would leave the 
whole matter of protection to Slave property- 
with the Courts, where it belongs, and would 
put an end at once and forever to the political 
agitations which have’ hitherto grown out of 
the subject. ' 

Mr. WartEr, who is spoken ofas the Opposi- 
tion candidate for Governor of Mississippi, has 
also written a very frank, manly and explicit 
letter on the subjegt,in which he expresses 
substantially the sam@opinions. He adds the 
just and evident consideration that if this pol- 
icy of letting it alone can be established, Sla- 
very will only go whare it may be profitable ; 
and that wherever the climate. the soil, or the 
temper of the people is opposed to it, it will 
certainly be excluded. Senator Carsnut, of 
South Carolina, ina ‘recent speech, of which 
we give extracts, has:also taken ground against 
any intervention of Congress on the subject, 
and also against’ the power of the Territorial 
Legislature to act upon it. He insists that 
the whole subject should be lefi_ to the courts, 
and that it is their duty, under the Constitution, 
to give the ‘same protection to slave property 
as to\any other. 

These speeches and letters indicate the 
growth of a comparatively conservative party 
at the South, which proposes no longer to sur- 
render the political control of that section to 
the ultraists and disunionists who have hither- 
to given direction to its political activity, In 
common with all the wiser and more influen- 
tial public men’ who have, spoken upon the sub- 
jectat all, these gentlemen all unite in de- 
nouncing the movement for reopening the 
Slave-trade, as fatal in policy and wrong in 
principle. Mr. Watrer does not hesitate to 
brand it as aiming at disunion. In almost ev- 
ery quarter entitled to respect, it has been dis- 
countenanced and repudiated. 


The character of the coming Presidential 
contest, .in our judgment, depends entirely 
upon the attitude of the South. Senator Cuzs- 
nut deals in gloomy forebodings, and predicts 
that the Northern sectionalists will push the 
Anti-Slavery issue more sharply than ever be- 
fore, and that they will be very likely to seize 
upon all departments of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and ‘certain to use them for the destruc- 
tion of the South. He states very strongly , 
the numerical superiority of the Northern 
States over the Southarn, and says there is no 
possibility that the equality between them will 
everbe restored. UWmder the most favorable 
circumstances, even if Sonora, Lower Cali- 
fornia, New-Mexico, Arizona, and the territory 
west of the Arkansas should\gecome Slave 
States, the North will still have 26 and the 
South but 20,—when all the. available States 
shall have been admitted. He anticipates, 
therefore, ‘a combination of all these Free 
States against the South. This depends, as 
we have often said, upon the policy and tem- 
per of the Southern States themselves. The 
‘Free States are not naturally “fanatieal,” or 
even zealous, on the subject of Slavery. They 
have never shown any special interest in the 
question, except when they have been goaded 
to it by the ultra and reckless action of the 
South. They could never have shown so 
Tauch union and strength uponit as they did 
in 1856, but for the repeal of the Missouri 
Compromise, the erusade of fraud and vio- 
lence against Kansas, and the brutal attack 
upon Mr. Sumner. (Any one of these acts was 
enough to arouse the indignation of any com- 
munity not utterly lost to self-respect. If the 
South chooses to give us kindred provocations 
again, they will undoubfedly be indulged with 
similar results. Ifthey permit their fanatics

otherwise dispose of. In course of time quite‘; 
a large tract of land was thus created, upon 
which squatters erected sheds, houses, &c., for 
market purposes. The Clerks of Washington- 
market are supposed to have collected rents 
from these parties, upon the presumption that 
they were upon the City property :—but the 
City trcasury received none of the money, 
though the Clerks, some of them at least, be- 
came rapidly rich. 

Being called on, however, to make pay- 
ments of some kind or other upon this 
property, Comptroller Frage refused to 
so, on the ground that the land lay 
outside of low-water mark and therefore de- 
longed to the State, and not to the City. In 
that condition the matter rested. The State 
authorities took no steps to recover the proper- 
ty,and the City collected no rents. Meantime Mr. 
J.B. Taytor, a sharp-eyed and energetic gen- 
tleman of the City, offered the State Authori- 
ties $6,000 a year for the property. As this 
was precisely $6,000 more than they had ever 
dreamed of receiving for it, they leased it to 
him ; and furthermore made over to him all 
the pack rents for it, on condition that he 
shoyld defend the title of the State to it at his 
own expense. 

Mr. TayLor accordingly sued the City for the 
rents of the property due for the last year : and 
he recovered, at the hands of a jury on Satur- 
day, the sum of $47,360 on that suit. The ver- 
dict establishes the ownership of the property 
in the State,—and also virtually affirms Mr. 
TayLor's right to rent for the piers which 
have been built out from this land,—amounting 
to about $15,000 more, and awards $2,500 for 
costs. Mr. T. therefore recovers for one year's 
rents the snug little. sum of 864,860 :—and he 
has still in reserve the rents for this year and 
the dack rents, which according to law he can 
only recover for six years. The result of the 
whole operation, therefore, is to hand over to 
the State property worth probably $1,500,000, 
~and to put into Mr. Tay.or’s hands nearly a 
thirdfas much for having accomplished it. The 
City loses nothing—because it never really 
claimed it and certainly never received the 
rents of it. The only losers are the squatters 
who have paid no rents, or the clerks who 
have received and kept them. 

But the whole proceeding affords a striking 
illustration of the difference in the manage- 
ment of property by public agents and_ by pri- 
vate individuals. So long as no person was 
specially interested in this property, no one 
took the trouble of determining the ownership 
of it; and the same principle affects to a great- 
eror less extent all the busines§ interests of 
the City and the State.

_ The Battle of Pei-ho. 

Every disaster and calamity must needs 
have a victim to atone for it. -When things go. 
wrong, it does not answer for national indig- 
nation to waste itself either upon the enemy 
or upon fate or any other abstraction. It must 
have an individual, who can be made to exhibit 
a palpable result in the fact of his humiliation. 
Admiral Hore seems to have been selected by 
the London Times as the expiatory sacrifice 
for the guilt and shame of the defeat of the 
Pei-ho. It sums up on the whole question 
pretty regularly, by ascribing to his rashness 
or bad management the fatal repulse which 
has annulled the treaties and re-opened the 
war. : 

We have already freely expressed our opin- 
ion that the least that can besaid of the affair 
was that the attempt to force the passage of 
the river in defiance of the Chinese prohibi- 
tion, and their positive assertion that there 
was another mouth at which the Ambassadors 
would be duly received, was culpably rash and 
ill-advised. The only excuse which has been 
made for it so far, is the went nnrasalt 
prevalent in the fleet that the Chitlese made 
this new arrangement merely for the purpose 
of delay—that it was, in short, an evasion. 
But surcly, no matter how tricky and knavish 
they might have been, or were supposed 
to be, it was imperative on the ministers to 
avoid even the possibility of mistake, when 
mistake cvidently involved anything so serious 
as a renewal of the war. If they had made up 
their minds to consider any further attempt to 
delay their journey to Peking as acasus belli, 
it was certainly due to their own forces at 
least to see that there was no mistake about 
the matter before setting blood to flow once 
more. 

This responsibility, however, rested altoge* 
ther on the Ambassadors, and not on the mili- 
tary leader. A military force sent to conduct 
an Ambassador to his post, or to cruise in its 
neighborhood, is always under his orders. 
Admiral Horr was simply Mr. Bruce’s escort. 
He had nothing to do with the Minister’s 
views of the proper policy to be pursued to- 
ward the Chinese. It is on record that 
when Mr. Bruce came to the conclusion 
that he was trifled with, and that 
the Pei-ho was really the road to Peking. he 
declared to the Admiral that he left it to him 
to take him to his post, which, of course, could 
only be done by removing the obstructions in 
the river. As the result proved, this again could 
only be done by fighting, and more fighting than 
actually took place. Suppose the Admiral had 
declined the contest and retired as soon as the 
forts opened fire, the London Times would have 
been the first to make the world ring with 
denunciations of his pusillanimity, would have 
taunted him by a rehearsal of all the old sto- 
ries of Chinese cowardice and incapacity, and 
assured us that a single rush by a company of 
marines would, as so often before, have ended 
the affair; and it would have lamented that a 
little want of firmness should have damaged 
Western prestige in the eyes of Orientals. The 
fighting men in this !amentable business have 
certainly done theirduty; the error is to be 
found in the general spirit in Which the negoti- 
ation was carried on, which was one of mis- 
trust and irritation. Distrust is a reason for 
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being on one’s guard, but nothing save certain- 
ty of betrayal can excuse the commencement 


of hostilities.

Tue Earon’s Neck Oysrer-Bep.—A great 
many extravagant stories have been written 
of the oyster discovery in Long Island Sound. 
The temperate and intelligent report on the 
subject, published in another column of 
the Zives this. morning,.will show precisely 
what the facts'in the case are. In 1841,a 
schooner, loaded with “ scedling oysters,’ was 
capsized in the Sound, about a mile and a half 
from the Long Island shore, a little west of 
Eaton's Neck, and her deck-load of thirty 
bushels lost overboard. Some three weeks 
ago, five Connecticut men, who were fishing 
in the vicinity of the spot where the accident 
happened, threw over an oyster dredge in lieu 
of-an anchor, to keep their little boat from 
being driven off, and on hoisting it in again, 


withstanding the promise f keep the discovery 
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secret, one of them agreed with certain City 
Islanders, for the sum of $500, to pilot them to 
the greatest bed of oysters ever heard of. The 
purse being made up, he kept his word, and 
from that time to this a fleet of 150 boats, 
More or less, have been briskly engaged in» 
dredging over the spot, having taken already 
some hundred thousand bushels. If, during 
the present month, their labors are equally 
successful, as they probably will be, the profits 
of the discovery will amount to half a million 
dollars for the season. 

The oysters taken are of the size known as 
“box” or “extras,”—as large as the choice. 
ones reserved for prime roasts. Their flavor 
is very fine—being much salter than the article 
which has been removed from its native bed 
and fattened in fresher water. The oyster- 
men have not been so unwise as to turn 
any considerable quantity of their catch 
at once into the market to knock 
down the price. A few have been brought’ 
in to bait public appetite, but most are trans- 
ported to the shallow bays near the mouths of 
rivers ang creeks, where their rapid growth 
will more than pay for the trouble of raking, 
besides giving to the oystermen the control of 
the market, wher the ,choicer varieties are 
scarce and inloud demand. From the repre- 
sentations of some of our cotemporaries the 
impression would be obtained that Long Island 
found is blockaded with the fleet of sail ves- 
sels and steamers hovering over and crowding 
toward this placer of luscious bivalves. The 
truth is, that very quietly from 150 to 160 
boats are engaged in the business, of which 
full one-half are under twenty tons, one- 
quarter more are not over sixty tons, and the 
rest are sloops, small schooners and steam- 
boats. The men engaged in the business are 
right ** jolly” with their-good luck, and in ex- 
cellent mood to read Gov. Morgan’s procla- 
mation for a thankSgiving. Most of them are 
citizens of the Empire State, but when a stray 
Yankee from Connecticut drops in his dredge 
between the crafts of Westchester and Suffolk 
County men, the New-Yorkers, instead of ful- 
minating vengeance and threatening war, are 
disposed to pause and give cheers to the Yan- 
kee who discovered the mine for them. .The 
Eaton’s Neck oyster bed is a new bond of 
union between the States.

THE GIRARD HOUSE EXPLOSION. 














The Boiler Explosion at the Girard House— 
Corouer’s Inquest—Difierent Opinions as 
to the Cause of the |Explosion—A Verdict 
Attributing itto Lack ef Water. 


Coroner O’KeEFF held an inquest on Saturday, 
upon the body of Juun O’Cqnnor, who was killed by 
the boiler explosion at the Girard House. The fol- 
lowing testimony was elicited: 

Charles J. Underhill, a prartical boiler-maker, testi- 
fied that he had examined the exploded boiler, and

there was no imperfection im it; in his opinion, the 
explosion was cause! by a lack of water in the boil- 
er at the time of the expldsion; there were burnt 
spots to be seen on the boiley, which indicate, beyond 
a doubt, that this was the cause; this lack of water 
was the result of carelessness on the part of the en- 
gineer, though the best eagineers were somctimes 
liable to camnilar accidents ; ,in his opinion, all boiler 
explosions were the result qf carelessness. _ 
Richard Doane, another boiler-maker, testified that 
he had examined the boiler, and was of the same 
opinion asthe preceding witness in respect to the 
cause of the explosion ; the boiler was not us thick as 
same, but was sufficiently strong, in. his opinion, to 
stand a pressure of one huntired pounds to the square 
inch. 
John Murphy, also a boiler-maker, coincided with 
the last two witnesses as to the capacity of the boiler, 
and the cause of its explosipn. 
Henry Hoffman, a member of the firm that. manufac- 
tured the boiler, testified thal it was made in 1850; it 
had asteam gauge and a Safety valve; it was war- 
ranted to carry 150 pounds tb the square inch; it was 
made of good material, andl well braced; he had 
exainined the boiler since the explosion, and found it 
in as good condition as boilers usually are after three 
years’ use; the explosion was caused, in his opinion, 
by a lack of water; the best) engineers were liable to 
be mistaken as to the quantity of water in the boiler ; 
this boiler had no water gauge ; and not one boiler in 
thirty, made for land purposfs, had. The witness de- 
sired to state that the propridtor of the §Girard House 
sent to the manufacturers sone three or four weeks 
ago, to have them come and examine the boiler ; they 
: did so, and pronounced it safe. 
| Jas. H. Stephens, foreman of the Novelty Works) 
| testified that, in his opinion, the explosion was 
| caused Solely by the pressure of.steam, and that 
there was plenty of water in the boiler at the time ; 
his reason for this opinion was that, if ithad been 
caused by a lack of water the arch would have given 
| away first; whereas the flat surfaee was first to ex- 
‘ plode ; he did uot think that this boiler was capable 
of Garin over seventy-live pounds to the square 
‘ineh. Wimess exhibited a portion of the boiler, and 
) showed that in some places it was not mvure than an 
) eighth of an inch thick ; he said it might have been 
thicker when it was made; but the lime in the brick- 
work ftut was built around the boiler, had eaten 
| way the iron, and rendered it weak; it was a com- 
mor custem to build the brick-work in contact with 
_ the boiler; but it was wroag, and never should be 
done; every boiler, he cared not when it was used, 
ought to be tested by hydraulic pressure at least once 
a year: if it was done every six months it would be 
' still better; the idea that no boiler could burst except 
: from lack of water was a humbug; in his opinion, a | 
boiler might burst, and often does burst, from its | 
innate weukness, 

John R. Walker, foreman ofthe Morgan Iron Works, 
was of opinion that the explpsion was caused by a 
lack of water, although he did not think this boiler 
was capable of ca:rying over 70 pounds to the square 
inch. He agreed with the preceding witness as to 
the boiler having been weakened by contact with the 
lime contained in the brick-work. When the boiler 
wus made he thought it night have carried 120 pounds 

David D. Acker testified thfat he was acquainted 
with Join Collins, the engineer who had charge of 
the exploded boiler ; that he was formerly in his em- 
ploy. and he alwuys found him a sober, industrious, 
careful, and attentive man. 

Mr. Surbriug, proprietor of the Johnson Hotel, gave 
similar testimony as to the character of John Collins, 
but said that he discharged, him on account of his 
temper, and his disposition to quarrel with the other 
help ; with regard to his competency as an engineer, 
witness sail he was the best man he ever hau, al- 
though he had employed five or six different ones 
since he left; he never knew him to be the worse for 
liquor but once while he was in his employ ; the 
boiler that Collins had charge ot while in his employ 
was similar to that used in the Girard Ilouse, and 
was used for the same purpose. ; 

Wm. H. McElroy, a former employer of Collins, also 
testified to his good character and competency. 

Geo. W. Blake testified that about four months ago 
he was called to the Girard House to make some re- 
‘pairs of the steam pump, on which occasion he no- 
ticed that there was 85 pounds of steam on; he re- 
|marked to the engineer that he thought there was no 
ineed of carrying somuch steam ; witness had exam- 
‘ined the boiler since the explosion, and thought it 
|was capable of carrying 100 pounds ; the guage was 
Aso arranged that it could not carry more than that; 
the explosion was undoubtedly caused by a lack of 
water; if it had been caused by a weak spat in the 
boiler, the rupture would have beef of the weak spot, 
whereas he found that the strong portions were rup- 
tured equally with the weak ; the boiler was origi- 
‘nally built for witness, and was warranted to carry 
150 pounds. ‘ 

Daniel Solopeter, a boy, wha assisted deceased in re- 
pairing the pipes, testified that. the engineer 
slept in the boiler-room on Friday night, and that he 
went out during the night ant procgred a pint bottle 
of gin. from which deceased, the efigineer, and wit- 
ness all drank. He did not think the engineer was in- 
toxicated. 

At this stage of the_investigation the Coroner and 
Jury adjourned to the New-York Hospital and took 
‘the deposition of Collins, the Injured engineer, as fol- 
lows: 

John Collins deposed—I was employed as engincer 
lat the Girard House ; on the rhorning of the explosion 
ithere were thirty-eight or thirty-nine pounds of steam 
‘on ; I turned the second gaugé-cock and found water ; 
the plumbers left off work abdut four o'clock ; I never 
left the engine-room at any time for the purpose of 
performing any work about the hotel ; I had no liquor 
in the engine-room that night; the night previous to 
the explosion the boiler leaked; Ihave had seventy- , 
five pounds of steam on both boilers; after L builta 
fire, lexamined the waste-cack and found all right; 
1 never considered the boiler that exploded as safe as 
the upright one; Ihave been empleyed as assistant- 
engineer at sea for ten years; I cannot account for 
the explosion. 

Charles A. Gallagher, M. D., deposed that he has 
made an external examination on the body of the de- 
ceased ; I found a fracture of the skull, and fracture 
of both femors ; there were extensive burns and secalds 
of the head, trunk, upper and lower extremities ; 
the above injuries were, in my opinion, sufficient to 
cause death. . 

The case was submitted tothe jury, who, afttr de- 
liberating nearly two hours, Hrought in the following 
VERDICT: 

“ That Joan O'Connor came to his death by the ex- 
plosion of a steam-boiler in the Girard House, on the 
morning of Sept. 30, 1859—the explosion being caused 
by the engineer not having a sufficient quantity of 
‘water in said boiler. The jury would recommend that 
the proper autborities pass an ordinance making it 
obligatory on the part of all person using a station- 
ary or land engine, to have the boilers inspected at 
least once a year, by @ competent person appointed 
for that purpose.”

|How an Acronaut Came Down with an Im- 
} provised Parachnte. 

A telegram has announced the perilous descent of 
Messrs. Cot and Cottman in the Rome swamp. The 
Utica Herald gives the following account of the aud- 
i ventures of the party: 

‘*We have already noticed the ascension from the 
Fair Grounds at Rome, on Thursday, of Mr. Coz and 
Mr. Jusrpu S$. Cutrman, and have briefly recorded 
their rapid descent, owing to an accident to the bal- 
loon which took them sky-ward. Yesterday, we met 
the gentlemen who made the trip, and from their own 
lips learned the particulars of the exciting voyage. 
We annex the narrative of Messrs. Coe and'Corrman: 
They started at precisely 4 o’clock—the ascent wus 
rapid after reaching an altitude of about 200 feet. The 
bailoon at first took a northwesterly course, but at a 
height of about a mile took’a due south course for a 
distance of about five miles; then at a height of over 
two. miles, the balloon struck the famou’ easterly 
current so often alluded to ‘by balloonists. 

The body of the balloon was constantly expanding 
from the effects of the heat and air. There were 
Blouds below floating in the.air, and the reflection of 
the sun’s light upon the air'vessel was very percepti- 
ble. The glare at times was almost blinding. When 
the easterly current was reached, the balloon drifted 
toward the East at aspeed of about thirty miles per 
hour, and the voyagers were in high glee. At this 
point the scene below was grand in the extreme—the 
earth had almost assumed the aspect ofa piece of mo- 
saic wofk—some objects were not visible, yet streams, 
| villages and cities were discernible as distinct objects 

on the surface. | 

At about twenty minutes before 5 Mr. Cor discov- 
ered that a part of the apparatus pertaining to the 
safety-valve of his balloon wasderafged, and was so 
located that it could not be restored. e at once at- 
tempted to discharge the gas from the upper valve, in 
order to descend—consciots that the diffeulty alluded 
to could not be overcome. The valve at the top 
worked well—but the préssure on the safety-valve 
(which had been deranged) from the lower part of the 
balloon was 50 great that an explosion followed, 
causing a rent inthe balloon from the lower valve to 
its greatest circumference. The rent was some forty 
feet in length. 

- The sound AGERE ing the explosion was about 
equivalent to the dischange of a musket. In about 
one minute after, the descent was so rapid as to in- 
crease the rent in the texture of the balloon about 
fifty feet, thus leaving almost the entire upper portion 
of the air vessel open. In half a minute after the sec- 
ond rent was discovered there was not a foot of gas in 
the balloon. For nearly half a mile the voyagers 
came down at a most terrific speed—feeling the same 
sensation that one experiences in a high swing in 
rapid motion. The silk and cordage, as the balloon 
oscillated, caused a rattling sound like the rigging of 
ashipina Storm. 

Descending half a milejthe main portion of the 
balloon was,thrown on one side of the netting, and 
caused the air vessel to sway violently, and the bas- 
ket and passengers were raised to an even height with 
the valve of the vessel itself. This motion was expe- 
rienced several times, and! as often was broken by the 
self-possession of the acronauts in changing their po- 
sition in the car, Finally this swaying motion was 
increaeed until they succeeded-in forming a para- 
chute of the remnants of the balloon, when the rapid 
rate of speed in their descent was measurably imped- 
ed. During the last half mile, before reaching the 
earth, their rate of speed was but a trifle more rapid 
ae that of the ordinary descent of a well-ordered 

oon. : 

When reaching a point within 100 feet of the tops of 
the trees near Pond Knolls in the Rome Swamp, each 
of the passengers, having 8 sun par ready to throw 
out, discharged this amouat of weight, and the balloon 
concluded its descent to the ground with less speed. 
The poseenrets were suspended some seventy feet in 
the air, on the limbs of one of the tallest trees in the 
warp, while the balloon spread itself over several 
other forest trees. By good fortune Messrs. Coz and 
Corrman reached terra firma in safety, after making a 
graceful descent from the tree. Arrivinger-in the 
Swamp in safety, they partook of refrefreshments re- 
maining in the car, and gave three enthusiastic cheers 
for the fortunate resylt of their perilous trip. 

In ten or fifteen minutes, the farmers in the neigh- 
borhood arrived and furnished the voyagers with 
necessary assistance, 

At the moment of the explosion, Mr. Corrman asked 
Mr. Cox what was to be done? The aeronaut as- 
sured him that the balloon would come down all right. 
except at a fearful rate of speed. : 

Aone the grapple and ropes were ‘thrown out 
and‘all the extra weight, except the sand bags. The 
aerial excurstonists were perfectly cool and conversed 
together during their descent. But for their presence 
of mind, they would not probably have escaped alive. 
They both assure us that after the balloon formed 
into a parachute, they had not the sNglitust fear of 
harm. But for the few seconds after the explosion, 
when the car and remnants of the balloon were 
swaying alternately abave each other, their fears 
could not be suppressed. 

Yesterday. afternoon the balloon was brought to 
Rome in .a damaged condition. An: examination of 
the air-ship satisfied Mr. Coz thatthe appliance called 
a “safety-valve,” which he inven! himself, and 
which is designed to work by a rope from the outside 
of the balloon, had beem damaged before he started 
on the trip, and as a consequence could not be made 
serviceable. This valve ig underneath the main valve, 
and is calculated to opemand close accordingly as the 
air and heat may expand or depress the body of the 
balloon. Once finally losed, beyond the power of 
operating it, the expans: of the gas under the in- 
fluence of an extractiinaly heat became too great for 
the endurance of thé fabric of which the balloon was 


constructed, and the explosion followed, as a matter 
of course,

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AMERICAN INSTITUTE FAIR. 
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Fourth and Fifth Days at Palace Garden— 
The Steam Plow and other Massive Ma- 
chinery—Agricultural Imploments—South= 


ern Inventions, &c. 

The steam plow has arrived at last. It marched 
into the yard adjoining Palace Garden on Friday, and 
took a few turns about the premises to demonstrate 
its ability to turn short corners and travel at ease, but 
the plows were not permitted to disturb the sod—there 
was hardly enough of it to make it worth while to 
epoil the walking. The immense machine weighs 
twelve tons. It is the invention of J. W. Fawkgs, was 
patented Jan. 26, 1858, and was built at Philadelphia. 
It gets its traction| by means of an immense wooden 
roller, which has a three-inch bilge. This barrel-form 
of the roller, and the fact that it isconstructed of wood 
rather than iron, gives it some special advantages over 
the steam plow that was invented in Scotland. The 
roller of that was a perfect cylinder, and of iron. 
When it turned it cut up the ground wickedly. This, 
as was yesterday Bhown, turns short without disturb- 
ing the surface. To the motive power are attached 
two gangs of four plows each, turning the sod nine 
feetin width at once. Itis claimed that on a prairie 
this machine would do its.work at 33 per cent. of the 
cost by the plows incommon use. On some day,a 
week or two hence, this and all the other nei plows 
on exhibition will be set to work as competitors. The 
occasion will be widely advertised, so that all the 
country round may be present to see the sight. 

The big engine was in operation, on Friday, furnish- 
ing power to all the heavy machinery that was in 
order, First along side of it was an eminently lively 
little pump and fire engine—* Woodward's No. 3,”— 
with a steam cylinder of 7 inches, and a water cylin- 
der of 3 inches diameter, discharging some 70 gal- 
lons of water per minute. This one costs $250. 
Though never before exhibited, it is used in several 
buildings in the City for supplying steamboilers and 
for pumping water into reservoirs in the upper stories. 
By opening a valve connected to the discharge-outlet, 
it is ready for use as a tire engine. 

C. A. Sueitz exhibits asteam engine withanew 
cut-off, cpeteied last April,) which claims a large 
saving of power. 4 

Topp & Rarrgrty, of Patterson, N. J., exhibita 
new portable steam engine, fitted with Uury & Lort- 
GEN's cut-off. The advantage claimed for it is the 
perfect and variable cut-off,which is controlled by the 
governor, thereby securing both a regularity of mo- 
tion, and the most effective degree of expansion, with 
only the use of a single plain slide-valve. 

A single-horse power engine, built on Wokt’s patent, 
(1859,) an eccentric rotary, which does away with the 
crank,and whose revolving cylinder forms the bal- 
ance-wheel, isanovelty. The cost of the size ex- 
hibited is $25. 

Wacner’s rice@and grajn-hulling machine was for a 
short time during Friduy afternoon engaged inhulling 
buckwheat, Which it did perfectly. The novelty ot 
the machine is that the runner or muller is of rubber, 
—s0 that the grain is hustled about between an elastic 
and a hard surface. The sulphurous odor is got rid of 
by using a rubber prepared by JocEtrn’s new patent 
process of vulcanizing. Whether the same process 
could be applied to the India-rubber which is wrought 
into the thousand and one articles of clothing, we 
failed to learn,—a pupal) poriida only of the machine- 
ry has yet been geared on to the long shaft that 
whizzes overhead the length of the machineshed, and 
hence no notice of much of it can yet be intelligently 
written. 

There is a large display of agricultural imple- 
ments, some old and well-tried, and many new appli- 
cants for favorable consideration. At least half a 
dozen new mowers ure on the ground. E.J.& A. 
Jezomez, of Mineola, Long Island, have one which pro- 
fesses. to cut with two horses 10 or 15 acres of grass 
or grain aday as well as it canbe done with scythe 
or cradle, whether the crop is standing or lodged, 
wetordry. The improvement is its steed fingers with 
cutting edges, which are riveted on the upper side of 
& wrought iron finger bar to rmit the cut 
eed to pass freely back without lodging on the bar. 

o change the mower to a reaper, it is only necessary 
to take off the cant-board, put in a loose platform and 
raker’s seat. and to raise the reel. The certificates 
furnished are all from Long Island farmers. The 
price of the combined mower and reaper is $130. 

rnzy MagcELivs, of Amsterdam, has the “ Empire 
Mower''—a new machine, which sells at @100. Warar

395 pounds, and sells for $70, and promises to cut ten 
acresaday. The new features are the manner of 
hanging the cutter-bar, and an improved cutting- 
eprarstue. Judges say that these new machines, fur- 
nished at such reduced prices, are not inferior to the 
older ones which have earned so large a reputation.

First Day of the Contest Between the All Eng- 
land Eleven and the New-York Players.

THE ALL ENGLAND ELEVEN AHEAD. 


| 


That long-anticipated contest between the élite 
of English cricketers and the choice of American 
players, commenced on the Hoboken ground, yester- 
day. The weather:was all that a!cricketer could de- 
sire. The interest manifested throughout the City was 
extreme. As soon as the Eleven made their appearance 
on the steps of the Astor House, they were received, 
by a large concourse of spectators. They imme- 
diately proceeded in a four-horse omnibus—provided 
for the occasion and decorated with flags—to the 
ground, followed by an immense string of vehicles 
and pedestrians. The change madein the personne] 
of the Eleven, since leaving Montreal, was R. Carpun- 
TER for Joun Littywuits, the latter having hurt his fin- 
ger while getting his 53 runs at that place. It had been 
intended that Jutros Czsar should have stood Umpire, 
but this accident prevented us from having the pleasure 
of witnessing Littywarre’s play. On arriving on the 
ground, we found that the St. George's Club had not 
neglected (at a considerable cost) to put the Eleven on 
a good ground—the wicket, especially, being well pre- 
pared. The nature of the soil,is not sufficiently tough, 
but that arises from the want of time, theturf having 
been laid only this summer. A ring was dense- 
ly formed round the English players, while at 
practice, which lasted about one hour, when the toss 
for choice of innings took place, resulting in 
favor of England ; but, as’ with the ‘Twenty-two of 
Lower Canada, they put the Twenty-two in 
first. Generally the winners of the toss. will 
take advantage of this: luck, but the Eleven 
immediately consulied together, and came to 
the conclusion that they would put the Twenty-two 
in. This was in consequence of the previous wet 
weather, which resulted in a ‘‘dead” ground. As 
soon as the Umpires—Mr. Littrwuite and Mr. Cas. 
Vinten—had cleared the ground, an inimense ring 
was formed, there bcing at least 5,000 spectators pres- 
ent. Itis seldom one’s lot to witness such an assem- 
blage, and it is a sufficient proof that the energy of 
the Committee of the St. George’s Club—coupled 
with the valuable aid of W. P. Pickegine, Esq., in 
getting the English over this side of the Atlantic— 
that Cricket will likely become a very popular game 
inthis country. The English were very anxious to 
win this particular match—having been informed, 
generally, that the @wenty-two would be the strong- 
est they would have to meet during their visit on this 
side ofthe Atlantic. They were all in excellent trim, 
and “eager for the fray.” The Eleven made their 
appearance in the field, and one could scarcely 
imagine the excitement that prevailed. when the 
ground was cleared for the eombatants. Mr. Waker 
having made ovt the list of the “ order of going in,’ 
it wassoon distributed about the ground, with a cor~ 
rect listof both sides. 

The play was commence! Lona and Wat- 
LER going to the wickets, opposed to the bowling of 
Georce Parr and Jackson—the former a slow bowler, 
and the latter a terrific fastone. We have really 
nothing to note, when we chronicle below the 
score of 38 for Twenty-two men. They began 
their innings at ten minutes to 12 o'clock, and it was 
concluded at ten minutes to 2—not a double figure 
being obtained. The bowling of Jackson, however, 
was first-rate, andthe ‘diddlers” of Parr, with his 
management of the field, seem completely to beat 
the batsmen. Lone played well for six singles, and 
HWammoxp—a very neat player—also obtained the 
same number, in which he made a good @¢rive from 
Parr for three. We will say-no more upon the play 
this innings, but reserve our remarks upon their 
wcrits fur another occasion. After luncheon, the 
Eicsenscnt Iayweop and Carpenter (two Cam- 
bridpeshire men) to the bowling of Sam Waricnr ani 
CircsstEy. Wruicut delivered the first over, off 
which CagpenteR made a leg-hit for three. 
CrossLey then attempted to bowl, but he was 
not allowed, it being most decidedly a throw, 
which Jonn Littrwaite, according to the laws of 
Cricket, would not allow. He, therefore, bowled but 
one over, being ‘‘ no-balled,” and Comery was substi- 
tuted for him. Scveral changes were made by the 
Manager, Mr. WALLER, but to no effect. The two 
had “ got wellin,” and ere they could be parted ran 
up ascore of 60. The fielding was not good. Car- 
PENTER Was well caught, at short-leg, by Sentoz—the 
Lull being well played. He, however, played a splen- 
did innings of 26, and during the stay of these two 
players they were frequently and loudly applauded 
by the about (now) 8,000 spectators. The ground 
was so thickly thronged that it was a great difficulty 
to find room for the hits of the Eleven, which were 
brilliant in the extreme. When the stumps were 
drawn, two wickets had been disposed of—82 runs— 
Wisprn being run out, through -a mistake made 
by Harwagp, his copartner, in attempting a 
third run. To-morrow, the game will be re- 
sumed, the renowned GrorcE Park and Harwarp 
being at the wickets, but at present it looks 
as ifthe English would carry off an easy victory. 
Cricket, however, is a most uncertuin game, and the 
game is never lost until it is won. We notice many 
of the Twenty-two particularly fond of playing for- 
ward, which they appear tomake up ¢hetr mind to do. 
We would advise them to play more at the pitch of 
the ball. We conclude, now, by giving the score up 
to last eveming, when the stumps were drawn at 5 
o'clock.

LAPORTANT FROM VENEZUELA. 





Dismissal of the French Charge—Escape of 

‘" Gen. Aguado—Success of the Geverument 

—The Revolutionists in Lagnayra—The 
Progress and Promise of Events. | 

_ The steamship James Adger, from Charleston, 


was boarded by a boat from the bark White: Wing, 


from Laguayra, and received on board a passenger, 
who supplied Mr. S. A. Bzrau, Purser of the James 
Adger, with Venezuelan papers. Through the cour- 
tesy of Mr. Berea we are enabled to present the fol- 
lowing particulars of events in Venezuefa: 

On the 14th of September the French Chargé re- 
ceived his passport from the Government, with orders 
to quit the country within forty-cight hours. He em- 
barked at Laguayra, on the 15th, in the French war- 
steamer Lucifer. Hisconstant and determined hos- 


lility to the actual Government, and his participation 
in the late sanguinary revolution, finally forced the 
Executive to a serious measure—such as may possibly 
result inacollision with France, though sufficient’ 
proofs have been forwarded to Puris to substantiate 
all the charges against him. 

Gen. Acuapo escaped from the town of Marguetia, 
adjacent to Laguayra, during the attack, and it is 
supposed that he sueceeded in reaching Victoria. 
That town was successfully attacked and taken by 
the Government forces under Rusry, who may be con- 
sidered the rising military chief in Venezuela; hav- 
ing, in the space of thirty days, defeated the Revolu- 
tonists in half a dozen actions. Barcelona has been 
retaken by the Government forces under Com- 
mandante Pinto. Commarndante Garripo totally de- 
feated the Revolutionists under Acaveno, at Hegue- 
rote. Sorrmio hud been twice defeated by the 
Government forces undef Commandante Rera Gen. 
Jose Magia Zamora arrived in Caracas; his brother, 
Col. Zamona, defeated a_party of Revolutionists be- 
longing to the Jolitto Party. Csozon1, taken by the 
Revotutionists, had pronounced in favor of the Gov- 
ernment. Gen. Fatcos, the head of the revolution, 
was in Barquisimento ; the Government forces, under 
Gen. Ramos, marched against him from Valencia. 

During the occupation of Laguayra by AguaDo, for- 
eign vessels of war were much required to protect the 
foreign residents. A Spanish brig was scizced by 
AauapDo to serve as a cruiser, but a Dutch war schoon- 
er compelled her prompt delivery to. her Captain and 
crew. During the action at Laguayra on the ad Sep- 
tember the Spanish Consul’s house was menaced by 
the revolutionists, on, which the Spanish vesseljof 
war in port landed a party of marines for his protec- 
tion. If the town had not been taken By the Govern- 

‘ment forces on the 2d, the Spanish vessel would prob- 
ably have commenced hostilities against the revolu- 
tionists, on account of the seizure of the Spanish brig, 
and many atrocities committed against Spanish resi- 
dente.

All tiie most 
respectable citizens, young and old, turned out as 
volunteers and have behaved most gallantly in action, 
especially the company of riflemen, composed of gen- 
tlemen volunteers, who, in the attack on Laguayra, 
silenced the enemy’s artillery, consisting of twelre 
pieces, principally twenty-four’s, by a severe fire from 
the adjacent heights. 

Don Pzpzo Guat, much respected us a most honor- 
able and capable man,continued in charge of the 
Executive. The President, M. F. pz Tovar, was mo- 
mentarily expected from Valencia, where he had pro- 
ceeded to encourage the Constitutional authorities.

The Governor, however, re- 
surped atan unexpected hour and disconcerted their 
plans, and all three were banished from the State. 
AgAmBeRRi’s banishment was subsequently revoked, 
but tHe pardon was rejected. 

Hetters received in New-Orleans from trustworthy 
sources in Mexico maintain a report that Vipavrar 
had enrolled himself under the standard of the Church 
party, and hence his retirement from the Liberal 


camp. 

It is very clear, it seems, indeed, to beexpected by 
themselves, that the present Liberal campaign is to 
end as the last one did—a failure. A dreadful state of 
disorganization exists throughout the army, nor does 
there appear to be any one of sufficient prestige and 
personal influence to command obedience. 

A correspondent of the Picayuge writing from Tepic, 
Aug. 9, states that an American engineer named 
Crasz, was arrested in July upon a charge of 
abetting the Liberal cause. he writer proceeds: 
“On the 6th inst., orders were received from Mar- 
Quxz to resume the examination, and if ‘Cuasz should 
be found guilty to cause hiin to be shot. Instead of 
doing so, however, the commandant of the place had 
him brought out, and the unfortunate man wassum- 
marily shot, after which his body was hung u within 
twa léagues of this place, on the roadside. The mur- 
dered nan leaves a widow and two children.

Later from Hayti. . 
THE CONSPIRACY AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT—IN- 
TERVIEW BETWEEN THE PRESIDENT AND CHIEF 
_ CONSPIRATOR—THE DENOUEMENT. 

By the arrival at Boston of the brig Monticello, 
we have received Hayti files to Sept. 4. 

The Mon:teur Hait-en gives the following officia) 
account of the discovery of the conspiracy against 
the present Government : 

“The events of this week, which have just resulted 
se seriously, hud @ commencement that might have 
beep expected to lead to such consequences. The 
Pretiient of Hayti,informed from its inception of 
this conspiracy, held the threads of itin his hand and 
did all that was possible to avert it. 

At firsta friend told him, some two months ago, 
that, General Propugzte would prove treacherous. 
Tiehead of the state repelled this allegation, affirm- 
ing to his informant that ‘the General was his friend, 
andiincapable of treason. The infurmant, not wish- 
ing fo be considered a gratuitous denunciator, imme- 
diaiély set to work and obtained proofs of Gen. Pro- 
PHETR’s guilt. Adroit schemes were planned. by 
whi¢h the informant placed himself on friendly rela- 
tions with Prornete ; the President was informed of 
everything, and retains a copy of the secret conversa- 
tions. In his allocution to the officers of the guard, he 


’ exhibited this document and read part of it. 


When the President was fully-convinced of the facts 
of tlhe case, he sent for General Paropuete, and re- 
vealed to him that he was accused of treason.. He 
denied it. The President then entered into the de- 
tails of the charge, insisting that the name of Pro- 
PHETE Was involved, according to his own friends. 
One'jof these interviews lasted from eight o'clock ;P. 
M., till midnight. 
From every quarter the President continued to re- 
ceive information, especially from the Artibonite and 
the North, where ‘the conspiracy had its principal 
hold. He was not inforined of the progress of the 
plan. Ennissaries visited the two departments en- 
gaged inactive propagandism f®r the conspirators. 
Several have been arrested, both here and at Cape 
Haytien. 
Atlast the President, having received by the last 
post|the most positive documents, convened his Cabi- 
net. !and‘with the Secretaries of State decided to take 
decisive measures against the canspirators and their 
principal leader. The President wished to use clem- 
ency to the end; he allowed the General Propusrs to 
embark, and thus save his head from the decapitation 
it so| justly merited. 
1t was full time to take active measures; this Gen- 
eral) was yet in an harbor, when his minions, de- 
ceived in their hopes, and seeing the imminent down- 
fall of their abominable projects, thought to avenge 
themselves by an infamous assassination, the murder 
of an innocent child, adaughter ef the President, who 
was quietly sitting in a room of the palace, reading 
neana table. Noexpression can'qualify this murder. 
Evidently the assassins, enraged that they could not 
reach the President himself, had resolved to strike 
l.im through his dearest affections. 
This unheard-of assassination is not without its sig- 
nificance. The assassin or assassins are but the in- 
struments of others. But the mnocence of the vic- 
tims: will plead against them before Heaven, and 
Providence will not be slow, forit is just, to divulge 
theiz infernal machinations.”

Before the Hon. Recorder Barnard—Opening 
ofthe October Term—Cases of Highway 
Robbery, Burglary, &c. 

The October Term of the Court of General Ses- 


sions commenced yesterday. before Recorder Bar- 
Only eleven ofthe Grand Jurors impanneled 


being present, there was no quorum, und the cere- 
mony of swearing in, with the Recorder's charge. 
was postponed till this morning, 

The principal case before the Court was that of 
James McDermott and Wm, Hagan, charged with 
highway robbery. On the 18th September, at the 


hour of 3in the afternoon, two young men, named 
Almon P. McConney and George W. Cham- 
berlain, wpe accosted by a) female in Lis- 
penard-street. They stopped to speak to her, 
and were immediately attacked and_ knocked 
duwn by McDermott and Hagan. On McConney 
rising to his feet, he missed his watch, but the as- 
sailants were already out of sight. | They were subse- 
quently arrested und fully identified. Yesterdav, 
Hagan pleaded guilty to an assault on Chamberlain, 
but denied any complicity in the robbery. He was 
sentenced to nine months in the| Penitentiary, and 
fined $10, to stand cpmumitted till the fine is paid. 
Hagan was twenty-eight years old, and McDermott 
only nincteen. j : 

Thomas Wilson, aged eighteen, was tried on a 
charge of burglary inthe third degree. On Sept. 6, 
the storehouse of Messrs. Isaac Brett, David H. Corn- 
well, and Noyes B. Allen, at No. |254 Fulton-street, 
was forcibly entered, and some |shecpskins stolen 
therefroin. Subsequently, four skins. were found in 
Wilson's possession, under circumstances that left no 
doubt that he was one of the guilty parties. The 
Jury convicted him, with a recommendation to mercy. 
Sentenced to two years in the Penitentiary. 

Mary McCarthy and Homer Scinlan were tried on 
a charge of larceny of money, in ateallng. as was al- 
leged,‘on the 13th April, the sum of $135 from John 
Driscole, at No. 49 Mulberry-street. The evidence 
was quite insufficient to prove any felonious intention, 
and they were instantly acquiited. 

A notorious woman, known as ‘* Widow Forrest- 
er,” was convicted last June, before the Recorder, for 
keeping a disorderly) house, called the ** Red, White 
and Blue” in Canal-street, near Laight. Her counsel- 
appealed to the Supreme Court against the Recorder's 
ruling, but that Court sustained the Recorder, and the 
counsel was ruled out. ‘* Yesterday ‘* Widow For- 
resier” wus brought up for sentence. The Recorder 
told her that she had, not even done what she had 
proinised to do, break up her vile establishment, an! 
notwithstanding all her remonsitrances, sentenced her 
tonine months imprisonment in|the Penitentiary, 
with a fine of 8240, and to stand * committed till the 
fine was paid. 

A youth, named’Lyons. pleaded guilty toa charge 
of false pretences. and was sent ty Whe Penitentiary 
for one year. {

Duncan. Sherman's Co. vs. Eliphalet Nott ard 
Robert W. Lowber.—This cause came up for trial yes- 
terday in the Supreme Court Circuit, before Mr. Jus- 
tice Porter.

tiffs certain real property in Brooklyn; that he had 
done so, and the plaints were now in possession of 
the property and its Incomes, having accepted the 
transfer. ‘To this the plaintiffs reply that they 
took the property in jquestion subject to a_ mort- 
gage represented to be in, the amount of $9,000; 
that they subsequently to the transfer learncd thatthe 
incumbrance was much greater, and they according- 
\y refused to accept that settlement. It was held by 
the Court that the plaintiffs were not precluded by the 
settlement from repudiating the transfer upon such a 
ground, and directed the evidence in the case to be 
proceeded with. It ig still on. 7

The Spiritnal Rape Case iv a New Phasc. 


Samuel G. Worrell vs. Nelson J. Hume.—it

Mr. Haws has 8 perfect right to his own opin- 
ions as to the propriety of extending Beekman- 
street across the Park ; and so long as he acts 
within the limits of his duty, he is quite 
right in giving effect to those opinions. 
But the law’ clothes him with no 
power whatever on this subject. He is re- 
quired to de present at the opening of bids for 
contracts under the City Government. It is 
perely an Executive act, and is designed to 
guard against frauds in opening or awarding 
those contracts. Yet he refuses to be present 
in this instance, because he disapproves of the 
work to be let! Why may he not in the same 
way stop every work on the Island which does 
not meet his approbation? Why may not 
every other executive officer imitate his exam- 
ple, and make his own will and wish supreme 
over City legislation? Our Democratic State 
Senators once refused to ‘be present” as re- 
quired by law,—in order to prevent the enact- 
The Cou- 
rier denounced their conduct with great vigor 
and still greater justice, as factious and sub- 
versive of all legislation ; yet it was much less 
flagrant than this action of Comptroller Haws, 
because he is not clothed with a particle of leg- 
islative responsibility in the matter, but re- 
fuses to perform a plainly enjoined and simple 
Executive duty. : ‘ 

This is the only point in the case we have 
cared hitherto ‘to discuss. The question as 
thus presented has nothing whatever to do with 
the merit or demerit of the work itself. But 
this also is argued by the Courier in a style pe- 
culiar to itself—thus : 

“ The proposed extension of Beekman-street, 
through the Park, meets with much disfavor from 
many old citizens, who would look upon the project, if 
carried out, as ajmutilation and desecration of that 
piece of public domain. Thatitt would somewhat con- 
venience carmen and others,none deny ; yet the passage 
of this measure through the Common Council was 


never prompted by a desire to serve the public, but to 
enhance the value Df real estate of a few individuals.” 


‘* Carmen and others,” the Courier should 
understand, constitute rather an extensive 
class of people—a class entitled, possibly, to 
quite as much cgnsideration as the “many old 
citizens” whose ‘feelings and sympathies weigh 
so seriously in the civic scale. ‘“ Carmen and 
others” mean simply the business world—the 
men who convey goods about from point to 
point, and the merchants who employ them ; 
and these two classes, we venture with all hu- 
mility to assert, have something to do with the 
arrangement of ‘the streets and places in New- 
York. If it be; of no importance to ‘conve- 
nience them, We must be in the blackest igno- 
rance as to the causes of the present growth 
of the City and of its wonderful prosperity. 

Many ‘old citizens’ have never been able 
to sce the necessity for the steady movement 
and increase of business in the Metropolis. 
They have always regarded it as specially 
unkind that they could not keep their 
houses and trees and little lawns in the 
ower part of the City, as in the olden 
time, instead| of being required, every 
few years, to move on and make way for 
the ‘carmen and others’? who were press- 
ing so remorselessly on thejrrear. If no im- 
provements were ever made in the City 
until all old citizens were agreed that they 
were neccessary and proper, we should see 
New-York to-day very much in the condition 
in which it was'left by the last Dutch Gover- 
nor of unpronouncable name and blessed mem- 
ory. The condition of the City, and the conveni- 
ences it presents for business are, besides, not of 
half so much importance to our “ old citizens” 
as our young ones, with all due reverence be it 
spoken. Any man who has made his fortune 
and ‘ feathered his nest” with the park in his 
way, is, of coyrse, apt to imagine that the 
next generation will find it no more of an ob- 
struction than he did. But he is wofully mis- 
taken. Distances are every day increasihg in 
New-York ; the business men are extending 
themselves every month over a wider area, and 
time is growing every day more valuable, and 
competition more intense. Five minutes are 


-now worth as much as a day was fifty years 


ago. To getrapidly from one place to another 
with their goods, is something of the last im- 
portance to merchants; no body feels it to 
be so, so much as the young merchants ; 
and as they are, in all human probability, to be 
longer on the tramp bothin the Park and Beek- 
man-street, than any of the Courier's elderly 
friends, itis but common justice to pay more 
attention to their wishes than to those of pa- 
triarchs who have already earned the right to 
sit over the Times at high noon, up town, 

All this our, down-town neighbor virtually 
concedes when he admits that the improve- 
ment would be a great convenience to “car- 
men and others.’’ But he sweeps away the 
entire force ofthat argument by the statement 
that ‘the passage of this measure through the 
Common Coun¢il was never prompted by, a de- 
sire toserve the public, but to enhance the value 
of the real estate of a few individuals.” Is it pos- 
sible! In that,case, of course, it must at once 
be buried in oblivion. Unless our glorious Com- 
mon Council was animated by the highest and 
noblest motives in passing the resolution, we 
must reject the scheme with scorn. No meas- 
ure, Whatever its merits, however unanswera- 
ble the arguments in its favor on grounds 


' of public policy, or abstract justice, is 


to be entertained by us for a mo- 
ment, until we have sounded the hearts of 
our Murrays and our Booles and ascertained 
to a dead certainty that they voted forit in a 
spirit of Christian patriotism, after prayerful 
consideration, and with the purest public mo- 
tives. As to the extension increasing the val- 
ue of real estate in the vicinity, jt will prob- 
ably have that’ effect. So farfrom being an 
objection, this is an argument in its favor. 
Everything that affords increased facilities for 
transacting business and making money, in- 
creases the value of real estate in its neigh- 
borhood. The, building of the City of New- 
York on Manhattan Island has, we believe; in- 
creased the value of real estate in the 
neighborhood, gnd the construction of every pier 
along the shore raises the value of land close

A Despotism in Earnest. 
Lord Dezsy, the ex-Premier, is about, if, re- 


port speaks truly, to exercise his “rights of 


property” in a manner for which, we venture to 


say, no parallel is to be found in the histogy,of 


tenures since the days of Guanviz and Lrt- 
TLETON ; and if he carry out his purpose he will 
practically assume a power such as has been 
vested in no subject in Europe for more than a 
contury and a half. A murder has been com- 


mitted upon his estates at Dover in the west of 


Ireland, the impelling mou Ye being probably, 
as in so many of these cases ii Ireland, some 
real or alleged land grigvance. The population 
in the neighborhood, as is also too often me 
case, sympathize with the criminal and 
not with the law; and though the 
former must be 
them, they have thus far facled to give any in- 
formation that would lead to his detection. 
This, as we all know, is unha,;Dily no new 
thing in Ireland. The law has there been 80 
long really and truly the enemy of the p2°Pple, 
that they refuse to trust it even wh°2 
it acts honestly in their interest. It so 
long hunted men down as criminals who were 
guilty of no wrong, that the perceptions of 
the masses became blunted, and they at’last 
ceased to draw any distinction between of- 
fences, and to extend the honors and succor 


due to martyrs to everybody, no matter of 


what he might be accused, who had made 
himself obnoxious to the authorities. This feel- 
ing of hostility to the law might possibly 
have died after the removal of religious disa- 
bilities, and the admission of all creeds to 
equal rights, if the state of the land tenures 
had not kept alive the memory of the conquest, 


by the preservation of a line Of demarcation‘|’ 
between the victors and vanquished as strong 


as ever was drawn by the penal laws. As 
long as the possession of a piece of land was 
necessary to enable a peasant to live, and the 
landlord was left the power of depriving him 
of it arbitrarily, and the law stepped in to en- 
force his behests, the peasant and the law 
could never be friends. He fought against it, 
or else befriended those who fought against it 
for him. When the courts ordered his expul- 

buss. When his neighbors did the same, 
h€ sheltered and assisted them. The conflict 
has lasted to this day, and it will last until 
Parliament recognizes and enforces some in- 
terest, let it be ever so small, on the part of 
the tenant, to the house which shelters his 
family, and the farm on which he has expend- 
ed his strength for years. . 

Lord Dersy, however, thinks he has found a 
shorter road than this to the suppression of 
‘agrarian outrage,” and failing the discovery 
of the Doon murderer, has actually given orders 
for the eviction of all the tenants on the estate. 
Acting upon the presumption that they can all,

lead to his detection, he has determined to take 
upon himself the task of’ punishing them as 


accessories after the fact, by depriving them of 


house and home, and driving them out on the 
world. 

Now, we have no hesitation in saying that a 
state of law andastate of society, in which 


one man can thus deal out on hundreds the. 


mest terrible punishment, without trial, without 
proof, without judge or jury, is not simply in 
this age of the world an anomaly, but a mon- 
strosity. It is the administration of martial 
law, not by a Government or an official 
restrained by official responsibilities, but 
by a private individual, to his fellow- 
citizens in a time of* profound peace. The 
law which made corruption of blood 
the legal concomitant of attainder, and 
visited upon an innocent family the conse- 
querces ofa crime of which its head had 
been legally and solemnly convicted, has never 
found a place in our code, and in England has 


long been regarded as the barbarous relic of 


an inhuman and barbarous age; but, as com- 
pared with Lord Drrsy’s dealings with his 
tenantry, it was mercy and humanity itself. 
There was little show of reason in aggravat- 
ing the sufferings. of a convicted traitor by 
consigning his wife and children to poverty ; 
but Lord Dersy visits the same fate upon 
dozens of families, for the simple reason that 
they probably live near somebody who has con- 
nived ata felony, or sheltered the felon. The 
only thing we can at all compare it to, for 
audacious defiance of justice, is the decimation 
ofa regiment for mutiny; but it wants the only 
circumstances which make this military pun- 
ishment defensible—the certainty that all have 


been guilty—the necessity for striking terror 
into the survivors, and the legal authority to 


strike it. 


There have been acrimonious discussions 
enough in England, upon this subject of Irish 
wholesale evictions, to leave it in little need of 
Those who defend the landlord’s 
cause have always relied mainly upon the in- 
alienable right of every man to make what 
disposition or arrangement of his own proper- 
But this doctrine has of late 
years received a blow from one of the ablest 
in England, 
Joun Stuart Mit, who formally denies ‘that 
private property in land can be justified except 
inso far asthe proprietor of the land is its 
improver,” and asserts ‘that in no sound 
theory of private property was it ever contem- 
plated that the proprietor of land should be 
merely a sinecurist quartered on it.’ There 
are enough persons in Great Britain to whom

such sentiments as these are political gospel, 
to make it advisable for men of Lord Drrsy’s 
order to louk well to the use he makes of rights 
which he believes to be those of property in 
its simplest aspect. But if he once begin, as 
in the case before us, to use them as a means 
of exercising a sort of feudal jurisdiction 
over his tenantry, and punishing crimes in his 
own way, and of his own- motion, of which 
the law alone ought to take cognizance, he 
may raise a storm of which it would be hard 
to predict the end. He is an old man and an 
English statesman, and for these reasons 
alone ought to know by this time that the only 
true and lasting foundation for a nation to be 
built upon, is that obedience to the Jaw 
which comes not from blind fear but from 
reason and inclination. England has too 
many enemies abroad to allow of her treating 


with indifference the firm and deep-rooted dis- 
affection of any portion of her population.
